PROSPECTS FOR AGREEMENT IN U.S., USSR NUCLEAR TALKS DIM 
Beijing SHIJIE ZHISHI [WORLD KNOWLEDGE] in Chinese No 22, 16 Nov 81 pp 2-3 
[Article by Mei Rong [2734 2837]: "New U.S.-Soviet Nuclear Negotiations") 


[Text] On 23 and 28 September, U.S. Secretary of State Haig and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Gromyko held talks in New York and agreed to begin negotiations on . 
30 November in Geneva on the question of limiting nuclear weapons (intermediate- 
range nuclear weapons) in the European theater. This was a recent result of an 
intricate, complex triangular struggle between America, the Soviet Union, and 
Western Europe, indicating that the rivalry between the two superpowers, centered 
on the balance of military power in Europe, has entered a new stage. Because the 
course and outcome of these negotiations will have an important effect on the 
European situation and the development of East-West relations, they have drawn 
the universal interest of international public opinion. 


Background and Origin 


U.S.-Soviet negotiations on nuclear weapons in the European theater had their 
origin in the "two-track policy" (the decision on one hand to deploy intermediate- 
range guided missiles in Europe and, on the other hand, to hold negotiations with 
the Soviet Union) adopted by NATO in December 1979, and had their roots in the 
serious threat to Western Europe posed by the Soviet Union's SS-20 guided 
missiles. As everyone knows, in terms of conventional forces, the Warsaw Pact 
headed by the Soviet Union long ago attained a large superiority over NATO. 

As for nuclear weapons, in the 1960's, in terms of intercontinental guided 
missiles, the Soviet Union was in an inferior position, but during that decade 
the Soviet Union possessed 600 intermediate-range guided missiles (the SS-4 and 
SS-5), which, although they could not reach America, could strike Western Europe, 
and the West didn't have a matching intermediate-range nuclear weapon. At the 
beginning of the 1970's, the Soviet Union caught yp with America in terms of 
strategic nuclear weapons. In 1975, after the European Security Conference, the 
Soviet Union intensified its talks with the United States on limiting strategic 
arms, while, beginning from 1976 on, deploying SS-20 intermediate-range guided 
missiles and Backfire aircraft. Thus, as an agreement was about to be reached in 
the second round of talks on limiting strategic arms, | the Soviet Union's 
superiority in intermediate-range nuclear weapons became more and more proninent, 
and this aroused the attention and uneasiness of the West. 














As early as October 1977, West German Chancellor Schmidt, in a speech at the 
London-based Institute for Strategic Studies, pointed out: The Soviet Union's 
intermediate-range nuclear weapons are "gray-area weapons," 2 since they have not 
yet been included in either the talks or reducing arms in Central Europe held in 
Vienna or in the U.S.-Soviet talks on limiting strategic arms. Therefore, under 
conditions in which the U.S.-Soviet strategic arms limitation talks were about 

to reach agreement, the West had to take measures to deal with the threat posed 
to Western Europe by the Soviet SS-20 guided missiles. In May 1978, when Brezhnev 
visited West Germany, Schmidt got Brezhnev to agree to the following principle 

in a joint statement: rough parity should be maintained between the forces of 
the two sides, and neither side should strive for military superiority. However, 
afterward the Soviet Union broke this promise and further intensified its 
strengthening of SS-20 guided missiles at the rate of adding one launching pad 

a week. To counter this situation, in April 1979, at a meeting of NATO's nuclear 
planning group, America proposed for the first time that it deploy in Western 
Europe 108 Pershing II guided missiles and 464 cruise missiles. At the end of 
June in the same year, when in Moscow on his way to Japan to chair the West's 
seven-nation summit conference on economic problems, Schmidt again urged the 
Soviet Union to stop its deployment of intermediate-range guided missiles, and 
indicated that otherwise NATO would be forced to catch up in arms. The Soviet 
Union's reply was: If NATO tries to catch up in arms, the maintenance of superi- 
ority in intermediate-range nuclear weapons could not be changed. Under these 
conditions, in December of that year, NATO formally adopted the “two-track policy," 
viz, to deploy in West Germany, Britain, Italy, Holland, and Belgium a total of 
572 intermediate-range missiles by the end of 1983, and at the same time to 
propose talks with the Soviet Union. 


West Germany: Use Deployment To Seek Talks, Use Talks To Stop Deployment 


Because West Germany is on the boundary between the two big military blocs, its 
economy is extremely dependent on external markets, raw materials, and energy 
resources, and its capacity to seek improved relation with East Germany and to 
protect the existence of West Berlin is controlled by the Soviet Union. Therefore, 
it shows great interest in the maintenance of "detente" between East and West. 
Precisely stemming frow considerations of its plight and danger, West Germany 

had the following three goals in proposing the "two-track policy": The first 

goal was to increase the West's deterrent force vis-a-vis the Soviet Union and 
bring into balance the Soviet Union's superiority in intermediate-range guided 
missiles, so that Western Eurcpe will avoid being blackmailed. Second, it hopes 
by means of the plan to seek additional arms so as to impel the Soviet Union to the 
negotiating table in order to slow the Soviet Union's momentum in arms expansion 
and to get an equilibrium of forces, at a low level, between East and West, and 

so avoid an unlimited arms race and the intensification of the threat of war. 

The third goal was to counter the Soviet Union's scheme to disconnect America from 
Western Europe's security by tying America fast to Western Europe with the 
deployment of new U.S.-made intermediate-range guided missiles so as to prevent 
America from slipping away from Europe at a critical moment. 

















It should be pointed out that, with regard to the relationship between "catching 
up in arms" and "talks," the basic point in the West German government's position 
is still the deployment of the missiles, because, just as Chancellor Schmidt 

and Foreign Minister Genscher once again pointed out, if the West doesn't have the 
determination to deploy them, the Soviet Union certainly will not agree to talk. 
At the same time, the West German government is also actively pressing the United 
States to negotiate with the Soviet Union in the hope that the two sides will reach 
an agreement to abandon the deployment of intermediate-range nuclear weapons, or 
at least that the deployment will be kept to a low level. This position of the 
West German government's is supported by the opposition party Christian Democratic 
Union-Christian Socialist Union. But within the ruling Social Democratic Party, 
even if the party, at its congress adopted a policy of "endorsing" the “two-track 
policy," some of its “left-wing leaders and basic-level organizations definitely 
do not wholeheartedly agree with the catch up in arms. Particularly in Holland 
and Belgium, because of the curbs by internal antinuclear forces, the decision to 
agree to the deployment of the missiles in each country has been put off once 
again. The Soviet Union has launched a "peace offensive" on a big scale, and 

with America's fairly negative conditions for talks, the Soviet Union and the 
ecologists and pro-Soviet forces, as well as antinuclear forces of all descriptions, 
have together caused a mammoth "peace movement" to surge up in opposition to the 
deployment in West Germany of intermediate-range guided missiles, and the spearhead 
of the movement is directed at the U.S. and West German authorities. This gave 

the West German government no choice but to press the Reagan government to heid 
"sincere" talks with the Soviet Union as "quickly as possible." 


America: Talk While Deploying, Use the Talks To Seize the Initiative 


What is America’s attitude? After the Reagan government came to power, it adopted 
a series of uncompromising stands toward the Soviet Union. With regard to the 
question of nuclear weapons in the European theater, it advocated "first 
deployment, then talks," and the talks must be linked to the Soviet Union's be- 
havior in every place, i.e., the precondition that the Soviet Union withdraw its 
troops from Afghanistan, exercise restraint on the Polish question, and not 
interfere in El Salvador. In order to expand its military forces and strengthen 
its negotiating position, the Reagan government announced in August of this year 
that it would begin production of the neutron bomb. This tough U.S. stand was 
supported by England and France, but in many West European countries, particularly 
West Germany, it caused fairly big misgivings and resistance. They did not agree 
with America's stress on military superiority, holding that this will lead to an 
uncontrolled arms race and an increase in the burden of their military expenditures. 
They are afraid that the process of detente will be broken off, which would reduce 
the benefits of doing business with the East and shrink their room for maneuver 
between the two superpowers. They worry that America, by not talking with the 
Soviet Union, will add fuel to the flames of the pacifist tiovement in each European 
country, thereby increasing the difficulty of carrying out the "two-track policy." 
At the urging and pressuring of Western Europe, particularily West Germany, U.S. 
Secretary of State Haig, at a NATO conference in Rome in May of this year, an- 
nounced that before the end of the year talks would begin with the Soviet Union. 
However, America's agreement to negotiate was more form than substance, and the 
main intentions behind it were: to pacify its allies, lessen the resistance coming 














from the pacifist movement in Western Europe, and open the way for NATO's deploy- 
ment of intermediate-range guided missiles; to destory the Soviet Union's 

pretext for launching an attack and, through the negotiation, to race against 
time in order to continue to expand its military forces; and to use the Soviet 
Union's resultant predicament to pressure the Soviet Union during the talks to 
restrain its expansionist and aggressive activities in the regional conflict. 


Soviet Union: Use the Talks To Stop the West's Deployment and Continue To 
Maintain Its Own Superiority 


The Soviet Union is in a process of changing its attitude. Just as the British 
ECONOMIST pointed out, Brezhnev's first reaction to NATO's "two-track policy" 

was to unintentionally show pained astonishment. He asserted with every ounce 

of his strength that the Soviet Union's SS-20 guided missile was no danger to the 
West in an attempt to persuade the West from catching up in arms. But when 
honeyed words proved ineffective, the Soviet Union flew into a rage for shame 

and turned to the adoption of measures of intimidation, threatening that if NATO 
did not rescind its policy, the Soviet Union would not negotiate with the West 
and both East and West would be faced with a’ disastrous nuclear amis race, It 
sought to use the economic difficulties and fear of war of the West European 
countries to pressure the West into holding back of its own accord. This tick 
didn't work either, but when the pacifist movement in Western Europe became 
extensive, the Soviet Union felt this was an advantageous opportunity, and it 

. switched its emphasis to a "peace cffensive”" in order to wreck from the inside 
NATO's plan to catch up in arms. On the one hand, it confused and poisoned 
people's minds with specious "peace proposals." For exanple, it accepted France's 
Suggestion and pretended to agree that East-West military verification procedures 
could be extended to the area of the Soviet Union west of the Urals; it also 
accepted the suggestion of certain political parties in northern Europe, and 
ambiguously indicated that the northern Europe nuclear-free zone could be 
considered to include certain parts of the Soviet Union; on the question of nuclear 
weapons in the European theater, it said it could abandon its insistence that NATO 
revise the preconditions in the resolution, and even agree <hat NATO could con- 
tinue its preparatory work for catching up in arms if only it would not deploy 

the missiles during the period of negotiations; etc. On the other hand, the 
Soviet Union, through public appeals, surreptitious instigation, and secret 
subsidies, greatly added fuel to the flames of the pacifist movement in Western 
European countries, thereby driving a wedge between Europe and America, and 
turning the spearhead of Western Europe's antinuclear movement against America. 
For example, the Soviet Union makes up and exaggerates the horror of war, threaten- 
ing that if the West deploys intermediate-range guided missiles the danger of 
nuclear war in Europe will be increased, and that in a nuclear conflict West 
Germany will be the first to be “destroyed”; and it spreads the propaganda that 
the purpose of America's deployment of intermediate-range guided missiles in 
Europe is "to divert the nuclear hazard" by making Europe the nuclear battle- 
ground in order to preserve its own territory from nuclear attack. All these 
tricks of the Soviet Union's, despite apparent changes, have one aim: to obstruct 


NATO's catching up in arms so as to maintain the Soviet Union's military superiority. 
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With the Pesitions of Two Sides in Opposition, the Negotiations Will Be Protected 





Although the Unitec. States and the Soviet Union have reached agreement on the time 
for negotiations, tv/th sides have a plan and it will be hard to break the deadlock. 
First, the basic starting points of both sides are diametrically opposite. The 
United States thinks that NATO must catch up in arms because the Soviet Union has 
obtained a distinct superiority by deploying SS-20 guided missiles; the Soviet 
Union asserts that its SS-20's are directed against America's forward-positioned 
nuclear weapons system in Western Europe and that the Soviet Union is not superior 
qualitatively or quantitatively. The Reagan government insists that the second 
U.S.-Soviet agreement con limiting strategic weapons, reached diring the Carter 
era, unilaterally benefitted the Soviet Union, and that it must be repudiated 

or revised; the Soviet Union raises the point that its SS-20 guided missiles 
cannot reach America but the Pershing II guided missiles and the cruise missiles 
that America wants to deploy can hit key areas in the Soviet Union within a 
matter of minutes, and thus the West's intermediate-range guisced missiles must 

be listed as strategic nuclear weap»ns and fall within the scope of the talks 

on limiting strategic weapons. 


Second, the sides concerned take vastly different attitudes toward the so-called 
"zero option” proposed by Brandt. The Soviet Union has proposed: If America 
will rescind the "two-track policy," the Soviets would be willing “to reduce some 
of the guided missiles deployed in the western part of the Soviet Union and 
directed against Western Europe." America holds that only if the Soviet Union 
"completely destroys" the SS-20 guided missiles and there are "ideal conditions" 
so that "joint checks and inspections can be carried out," could it consider this 
pian. In West Germany, within the ruling party there are two attitudes toward 
this plan: Brandt and Bahr maintain that if the Soviets will only dismantle or 
reduce the number of SS-20 guided missiles directed at Western Europe, NATO need 
not deploy intermediate-range guided missiles; but the West German government 
headed by Schmidt and Genscher holds that if the Soviet Union does not destroy 
but only moves the SS-20 guided missiles east of the Urals, they can still reach 
Western Europe, and thus the plan cannot be accepted. From this one can see that 
just as the Western press has universally pointed out, the negotiations will be 
difficult and protracted, the possiblity of reaching agreement is very small, and 
the prospects for detente are extremely dim. 


Westem Europe Has an Indirect Right To Speak; the Soviet Union and the United 
States Step Up Efforts To Win Over West Germany 


It is noteworthy that, although the talks on limiting European theater nuclear 
weapons are to be carried out by two parties--America and the Soviet Union-- 
Western Europe, particularly West “srmany, which is in the decisive position, also 
have an indirect right to speak in the negotiations. Therefore, both the Soviet 
Union and the Uaited States are making efforts to exert influence in Western 
Europe, and particularly West Germany. Recently, (Falin), the former Soviet 
ambassador to West Germany, at a symposium of German and Soviet parliamentarians, 
publi:ly expressed "admiration " for West Germany's facilitating of the U.S.- 
Siviet talks, and at the same time urged West Germany to make new contributions 
tc American concessions at the talks. According to disclosures in the West 
German press, on 23 November when Brezhnev visits West Germany he will mainly 
discuse the European disarmament question, and the Soviet Union will try, with 











the levers of expanding economic cooperation, being flexible about relations between 
East Germany and West Germany, and relaxing the immigration and emigration policy-- 
thus using both hard and soft tactics against West Germany--to make a breach in 
NATO's line. On the other hand, U.S. officials have continually warned West 
Germany against its trend toward “neutralism," and have again reminded West Germany: 
the nation that is protecting the security of West Germany and West Berlin is 

crica. It can be expected that after the U.S.-Soviet negotiations begin, the 
rivalry of the two superpowers in West Europe, especially in West Germany, will 
further intensify. | 


FOOTNOTES 


1. The "First Round of U.S.-Soviet Strategic Arms Limitation Talks," 
abbreviated to "First-Stage Nuclear Talks." After the first stage, from 
November 1969 to May 1972, he United States and the Soviet Union signed 
the “Provisional Treaty on Limiting Offensive Strategic Arms." In reality, 
reither side was "limited" and the "treaty" was merely a smokescreen for 
the nuclear race. The second stage began in November 1979 and, after much 
talking and breaking off of the talks, an agreement was reached in 1978, 
but before the U.S. president could submit the agreement to Congress for 
approval, the Soviet Union invaded Afghanistan and this agreement fizzled 
out. 


2. “Gray-area weapons" refers to the Soviet Union's SS-20 guided missiles and 
Beckfire aircraft, because they are nuclear weapons deployed : ithin the 
territory of the Soviet Union and thus do not fall within the scope of the 
talks in Vienna on disarmament in central Europe. At the same time, in name 
they are reckoned as tactical nuclear weapons, and so also are not limited 
by the U.S.-Soviet strategic weapons agreement. For details, see the article 
entitled "Gray-Area Weapons" in issue No 5, 1979, of this periodical.

U.S. MILITARY EXERCISE IN MIDDLE EAST PREVIEWED

[Text] According to foreign press reports, from 9 November to the beginning of 
part of December, the United States and Egypt, Sudan, Somalia, and Oman are to hold 
a joint military exercise codenamed "Bright Star 82," which will last 4 weeks. 

This is a concrete demonstration by America, Egypt and the other countries of 
strengthening military ties on the basis of a “unified strategy." 


The content of the exercise is mainly "air raids and support activitie !' and the 
"testing of some contingency plans." In the first half of this year, Waskington 
decided to stage this exercise. The foreign press in succession revealed the plan 

of the exercise, which was approximately as follows: taking part in the excerise 
would be 4,400 American troops attached to the U.S. Rapid Deployment Force, including 
U.S. marines dispersed over several thousands miles and some air force units in the 
United States. Egypt, Sudan, Oman, and Somalia would take part in the exercise to 
differing degrees. Thirtyfive 8-engined B52 bombers would fly from Strategic Air 
Command bases in North Dakota to the desert in western Ebypt and simulate the 

bombing of targets, after which they would be refueled in the air and fly straight 
back to the United States. This would be a long-distance bombing exercise. During 
the exercise, the "Eagle Eye" radar reconnaissance aircraft recently supplied by 

the United States to Egypt would also be put to use. Paratroop units of the U.S. 

82d Airborne Division would be dropped into western Egypt and Sudan; in Egypt's 
desert bordering Libya, American and Egyptian units would demonstrate their attacking 
power while Sudanese units played a supporting role. At the same time, U.S. marines 
in landing assault craft would land on Oman's Masira Island and at Somalia's 

Berbera port. Oman's and Somalia's marines would provide support as the occasion 
arose. Somalia would also conduct a logistical exercise. It is not yet clear 
whether the American early wariing aircraft would take part in the exercise. In 

line with a U.S.-Egyptian agreement, two American early warning aircraft on 15 
October flew to Egypt and began to patrol the western part of that country. The 
American magazine NEWSWEEK reported that during the military exercise the early 
warning aircraft will take over part of the command task and will stay in Egypt , 
for an “indefinite period," the length of the stay to be decided by the Egyptian 
government's requirements. On 29 October, a spokesman for the U.S. State Department 
said that the early warning aircraft would be recalled "at the end of this month." 
But another news item said that when the "Bright Star™ exercise is held, the early 
warning aircraft would probably fly back and take part in the exercise. 








After the murder of Sadat, the object of this joint military exercise, according 

to U.S. Secretary of State Haig, is "to demonstrate friendship and support for 
those countries that still maintain friendly relations with America," and by going 
through the exercis«:: "show that America has the capacity in an emergency to come 
into this region ard carry out a series of activities related to the region's 
security." U.S. State Department spokesman Fisher said that this military exercise 
will be one measure for "establishing confidence and deterrence" and it will help 
to “relax the tense situation in the Middle East." Egyptian Defense Minister 
Ghazala held that America is "wise" to strengthen its military force on the Middle 
East. 


The Soviet news agency TASS charged that by carrying out a military exercise in 
this region, America is "expanding its political intervention in and its military 
infiltration of the Near East and Middle East countries," saying that America is 
practicing a "dangerous policy." 


Libya's Foreign Liaison Secretariat (corresponding to the foreign ministry) has 
issued a statement demanding that the United States cancel this military exercise 
and withdraw the early warning aircraft from Egypt. Libya also issued the warning 
that if the American early warning aircraft, durirg the period of the milita~y 
exercise, intruded into Libyan airspace, Libya “would fire upon then." 





Egyptian Defense Minister Ghazala, aiming his criticism at the Soviet Union, made 
the refutation that "if the Soviet Union makes a big clamor about America's idea 

of helping its friends on this region, then why do the Soviet Union and Cuba have 
69,000 advisors in Africa? Why does it have several thousands of Soviet tanks and | 
aircraft in Africa, Libya, South Yemen, Ethiopie. and other places, without any 
local drivers or pilots?" 


There are all sorts of indications that America and the Soviet Union are now 
embarking on a trial of strength in the Middle East. The "Bright Star" military 
exercise is one example of this. (3d October)

NATURE OF IDEOLOGICAL, POLITICAL WORK DISCUSSED

[Text] Economic work is a science; technical work also is a science. Then, is 
ideological and political work a science? This is a question that ust be 
clearly answered. If we cannot get this question clear, we shall be unable to 
understand profoundly the status and role of ideological and political work in 
the cause of our party. 


Like economic work and technical work, ideological and political work also is a 
science, and a comprehensive science at that. This is because: first, it has 
its own particular realm and objects of study; second, it has its own theoreti- 
cal basis; third, it has its own scientific system and laws of activity; and 
fourth, it has its own concrete work and business. 


Ideological and political work has its own particular realm and objects of study; 
it works on people, on the masses. As a science, it studies the laws of man's 
activity in thinking and conduct, with a view to guiding people's thinking and 
conduct onto a proletarian course so as to enable them to bring their enthusiasm 
and creativity into full play under the direction of correct thinking. Because 
the objects of study and work of ideologicai and political work is man, and man 
has feelings and consciousness, such feelings and consciousness also continue to 
change along with the change in objective situations. Hence, ideological and 
political work has its complexities, the scientific realm it touches is rather 
extensive, and its demands on those who study it are likewise stiff. That is 

to say, with respect to the ideological and political personnel engaged in such 
work, it expects them to have not only definite knowledge and cultivation, strong 
party character and perseverance, but also a <elatively high ideological and 
policy level and noble moral qualities. 


The party's ideological and political work is theoretically based on dialecti- 
cal materialism and historical materialism as well as on Marxist politics, 
psychology, and pedagogy. Dialectical materialism requires that when we study 
the laws of man's activity in thinking and conduct, we must adopt the viewpoint 
of development and change, and not a viewpoint of isolation and stillness. We 
must proceed from reality, from degrees of consciousness, and seek truth from 














facts, but we must not depart from reality or resort to subjective fahrication. 
Historical materialism requires that when we proceed with our ideological and 
political work, we must establish a viewpoint that respects the masses, trusts 
the masses, and relies on the masses. In working with people, we must at the 
Same time apply Marxist psychology and pedagogy and political science in study- 
ing people's individual character, psychological activity, and behavioral laws 
in order most effectively to raise people's thinking onto a higher spiritual 
plane and thereby provoke their greater enthusiasm and revolutionary zeal. 


Some people hold that, in the past, our ideological and political work had no 
theoretical basis; and that only by guiding the party's ideological and poli- 
tical work with "behavioral science" can we turn it into theory and into science. 
Such a view actually denies Marxism-Leninism Mao Zedong Thought as the theoreti- 
cal basis of our party's ideological and political work. This is obviously in- 
correct; it does not tally with historical facts. "Behavioral science" is a 
school in the science of business management of the Western bourgeoisie. Its 
essence is to stimulate people's enthusiasm "by satisfying the desires of the 
individual." If we should guide our party's ideological and political work 
with "behavioral science," what would be the consequences? They would be the 
prevalence and legitimation of individualism. Our party educates people by 
means of Marxism-Leninism Mao Zedong thought, and educates people by means of 
ideology of communism, with a view to directing people toward the healthy, up- 
lifting spiritual plane of dedication to the interests of the greatest majority, 
and not [with a view to] fostering selfish individualists. This by no means 
suggests that we do not care about the individual interests of the masses. Our 
party has always advocated such care about the interests of the masses, whole- 


hearted service to the people, and the unity of individual interests, collec- 
tive interests, and state interests: these are our party's aims. Of course, 

as management methods, certain "behavioral science" methods may be borrowed. 
For instance, in studying a person's behavior, we must consider that person's 
motives, and in order to analyze that person's motives, we must consider his 
needs, etc. Actually, the analysis of this question by means of Marxist philo- 
sophy, especially psychology, is even more comprehensive and more accurate. 
Marx and Engels held that "the impetus of all people's actions must be con- 
verted in their minds into desires and motives before it prompts them to act. 
("Complete Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 21 p 345) But the motives that con- 
trol people's actions are by no means intrinsic in their minds; instead, "the 
influences of the external world on man are expressed in man's mind, reflected 
in man's mind, and hence become his senses, his ideas, his motives, and his 
will." ("Selected Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 4 p 228) This is to say, 
the thinking that controls people's conduct is the result of the social condi- 
tions, living conditions, and working conditions that they face, plus their 
knowledge and cultivation and environmental inducement and coercion and simi- 
lar objective conditions acting on their cerebrums. This alone is the funda- 
mental law of activity in man's thinking and conduct. And only by following 
such a fundamental law can we establish our ideological and political work on 
the basis of a reliable scientific theory. 








Under the guidance of the fundamental principles of Marxism, our party has 
created through its long practice in ideological and political work a fair] 
complete system of ideological and political work and theoretical principle., 
which consist mainly of the following: 1) the status and role of ideological 
and political work in the party's cause; 2) the fundamental tasks and contents 
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of ideological and political work; 3) the basic principles and working methods 
of ideological and political work; 4) the basic principles and system of ideo- 
logical and political work; 5) the building of the basic ranks of ideological 
and political work; and so forth. 


Our party's ideological and political work has its own intrinsic laws. Some 

of these laws have already been understood by us, some are being understood, 
and some are still not yet understood. Viewed in general, in its 60 years of 
practice, and through both correct and erroneous experiences, our party has 
already acquired a preliminary understanding of certain basic laws of ideologi- 
cal and political work--as regards, for example, the viewpoint of ideological 
and political work as the lifeline and soul of all kinds of work; the viewpoint 
of the leadership role of ideology; the viewpoint of the mastering of ideologi- 
cal education as the central link in the unification of the whole party to | 
carry out great political struggles; the viewpoint of trusting in the masses, 
relying on the masses, propagandizing the masses, and organizing the masses; 
the viewpoint of educating the masses and arming the masses with the ideologi- 
cal system of communism; the viewpoint of handling contradictions among the 
people with the formula of “unity--criticism--unity"; the viewpoint of dredg- 
ing and guiding, educating by persuasion, and persuading by reasoning; the 
viewpoint of different treatments depending on different circumstances, and 
each lock being opened by each particular key; the viewpoint of working on the 
transformation of backward masses; the viewpoint of carrying out ideological 
and educational work in conjunction with various professional undertakings; 

the viewpoint of uniting self-cultivation with mutual assistance; the viewpoint 
of linking material incentives with spiritual incentivies; the viewpoint of 
uniting the solution of ideological problems with the solution of practical 
problems; the viewpoint of combining patient ideological education with strict 
organizational discipline; the viewpoint of combining with exalting models and 
examples those leading cadres who set personal examples and who teach others 

by words and deeds. These basic viewpoints constitute a theoretical system for 
our party's ideological and political work. Our party's ideological and poli- 
tical work is well known the world over, and even some bourgeois scholars can- 
not but admit this. In the past, imperialist reactionaries called it "brain- 
washing" and regarded it as something terrible; this proved its great power 
from the negative point of view. Why was it possible for our party's ideologi- 
cal and political work to have such great power? First, because of its practi- 
cal character and its class character; and second, because of its scientific 
character and its truthful character. If it had only class character but not 
scientific character, would it yield such great power? 


Ideological and*political work also has its own definite tasks and undertakings. 
It is a comprehensive science touching on a variety of scientific knowledge. 

For this reason, its tasks and undertakings are fairly broad and may be summa- 
rized mainly in the following few points: 1) Undertakings of theoretical study 
in ideological and political work, including the study of dialectical-material- 
istic psychology, the study of communist ethics, the study of Marxist politics, 
pedagogy, and personnel science. At the same time, we must also absorb with 
discrimination new achievements in scientific research in other realms, such 

as sociology, behavioral science, while maintaining our own principal stand. 
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2) Research undertakings regarding the tasks, contents, policies, principles, 
institutions, and scientific methods of ideological and political work, includ- 
ing the summing-up of experiences in ideological and political work in all 
trades and professions, the development of various undertakings under the new 
situation, and so forth. 3) Undertakings concerning various kinds of propaganda 
and agitation work, incl. ding propaganda undertakings through newspapers and 
magazines, radiobroadcasts and television, and other undertakings such as activ- 
ity. 4) Tasks and undertakings regarding collective study and school education, 
including such specific activities as doing a good job of conducting party 
schools, cadre schools, evening schools, study classes, and training classes 

at various levels. 


To sum up, our party's ideological and political work has acquired not only rich 
experiences in practice but also a solid theoretical foundation. In the long 
period of practice, it has already preliminarily forged a fairly complete scien- 
tific system and its own independent undertakings. During the 10 years of our 
internal disturbance, the theoretical principles of our party's ideological and 
political work were trampled underfoot, its fine traditions were abandoned, its 
scientific system was messed up, and its undertakings and tasks were sabotaged. 
Our task today is to revive and develop these theoretical principles and the 
scientific system, and not to say that our party's ideological and political 
work has never had theoretical principles or a scientific system and that 
therefore we need to establish them anew. Of course, this is definitely not 

to say that it is already quite perfect. In reality, it is still not yet suf- 
ficiently perfect in many aspects, and it must be further perfected, enriched, 
and developed.

‘INDEPENDENCE, SELF-RELIANCE’ ARE SOUL OF MAO THOUGHT

[Text] While studying the "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of 
Our Party Since the Founding ot Our State," some comrades suggested: "Indepen- 
dence and self-reliance" are merely a point of view in Mao Zedong Thought; how 
can it be said that they constitute a basic aspect of the living soul of Mao 
Zedong Thought? 


To regard "independence and self-reliance" as a basic aspect of the living soul 
of Mao Zedong Thought, as the "Resolution" does, is a new proposition and also 

a profound exposition of Mao Zedong Thought. In the past, some comrades used 

to view that part of Mao Zedong Thought regarding maintaining independence and 
keeping the initiative in our own hands, and relying on our own efforts as an 
important viewpoint concerning socialist economic construction, or as a princi- 
ple of foreign relations. Seen today, this view is rather shallow and incomplete. 


Comrade Mao Zedong discussed this important idea of maintaining independence, 
keeping the initiative in our own hands, and relying on our own efforts during 
different periods of the revolution and from various angles. In December 1935, 
he mentioned in his article "On Tactics Against Japanese Imperialism" that "We 
Chinese have...the determination to recover our lost territory through our own 
efforts, and the ability to stand on our own feet...." In August 1945, he again 
suggested: "On what basis should our policy rest? It should rest on our own 


strength, and that means regeneration through one's own efforts...We stress 
regeneration through our own efforts. Relying on the forces we ourselves organ- 
ize, we can defeat all Chinese and foreign reactionaries." He pointed out in 
June 1958 in a written instruction: "Self-reliance is primary; winning foreign 
aid is auxiliary. Break down superstitions. Maintain independence and keep 

the initiative in our own hands while engaging in industry, in agriculture, in 
technical revolution, and in cultural revolution." These few examples alone 
serve to illustrate that Comrade Mao Zedong's discussions cited above, dealt 

both with revolution and with construction; they broached both resistance against 
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Japan and the civil war, both industry and agriculture, and foreign policy and 
aspects of the like. Hence, maintaining independence, keeping the initiative 

in our own hands, and relying on our own efforts have been reflected in various 
ways. They run through Comrade Mao Zedong's scientific works as a whole. Mao 
Zedong Thought puts itself in opposition to the attempt to deify the resolutions 
of the Communist International and the experience of the Soviet Union; it opposes 
copying or transplanting intact any foreign experience; and it opposes relying 
on foreign aid. Its consistent, basic aspect is to anchor oneself on one's own 
country, to rely on the revolutionary forces and the efforts of the masses of 
people in one's own country, in order to handle well one's own country's enter- 
prises of revolution and construction. In the period of the democratic revolu- 
tion, we created the correct path of encircling the cities from the countrysice 
and finally seizing nationwide victory, as befit our national conditions, and 
we thereby achieved victory in the new democratic revolution. After the found- 
ing of new China we, with this basic idea as the foundation, further achieved 
great victories in the defense and development of the enterprises of our social- 
ist revolution and construction. At present, the correct path formulated by 

our party regarding the construction of socialist modernization, as befits our 
national conditions, is a brilliant embodiment of the idea of maintaining our 
indevendence, keeping the initiative in our own hands, and relying on our own 
efforts. Therefore, it definitely is not just a basic principle of our econo- 
mic construction or of our foreign relations; it does not just deal with partial 
questions but is a fundamental principle which our socialist revolution and 
construction must follow. Maintaining our independence, keeping the initiative 
in our own hands, and relying on our own efforts reflect the principle of the 
unity of the general principles of Marxism-Leninism and the concrete practice 

of the Chinese revolution from a basic aspect; they embody the great, creative 
spirit of Mao Zedong Thought; they run through the various component parts of 
Mao Zedong Thought; and they reflect the standpoints, viewpoints, as well as 
method of Mao Zedong Thought.

APPRAISAL OF MAO'S ERRORS, MAO ZEDONG THOUGET DISCUSSED

[Text] Since the Sixth Plenary Session of the 1lth Party Central Committee, 
through the study of the "Resolution on Certain Questions Concerning the History 
of Our Party Since the Founding of the State," the vast ranks of the cadres 

and masses have been given a profound education on Marxism and Mao Zedong 
Thought. Their ideological and political consciousness in uniting to look 
forward and in working on the four modernizations with one heart and one mind 
has thus been greatly heightened. But in the process of this study, there have 
also been some comrades who felt it very hard to understand why, with regard 

to the appraisal of Comrade Mao Zedong and Mao Zedong Thought, both suggestions 
were put forward that we must seek truth from facts and that "it is correct 

to give a rought appraisal, [but] it is incorrect to be detailed." They were 

of the opinion that in order to seek truth from facts, it should be necessary 

to stress details and stress completeness; otherwise, this would not be seeking 
truth from facts. We feel that if we proceed from the Marxist world view and 
methodology and conduct a serious analysis, it is not at all difficult to under- 
stand that the proposition that "it is correct to give a rough appraisal; but 

it is incorrect to be detailed" is by no means in opposition to, but is in 

unity with, seeking truth from facts, and it entirely embodies the spirit of 
seeking truth from facts. 


Dialectical materialism tells us that the most important point about seeking 
truth from facts is that we must penetrate superficial appearances to grasp 

the essence of things. In order to achieve this point, we must get rid of the 
dross and absorb the essence through an analysis and study of superficial 
appearances, and discard the many details and nonessential things. If we 
merely seek to wrangle about details, then we are bound to fail to make any 
distinction between the primary and the secondary or grasp the internal connec- 
tions of things, and thereby we will continue to look at a superficial array 
of phenomena. While doing so may seem on the surface to be both detailed and 
complete, it actually falls far short of realizing the purpose of seeking 

truth from facts. In emphasizing that "it is correct to give a rough appraisal, 
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but it is incorrect to be detailed," our purpose is nothing more than to avoid 
controversies over trivialities and superficial phenomena, while concentrating 
on clarifying the authentic outlook of things. Hence, from the point of view 
of essence, we should understand that even though Comrade Mao Zedong made some 
mistakes and said some wrong things, Mao Zedong Thought may yet be accepted 

a Marxist science, a concrete application and development of Marxism-Leninism 
in China, and a summation of the correct theoretical principles and experiences 
concerning the Chinese revolution proven by practice, and that it is going to 
provide us with long-range guidance for our revolution and construction. If 
we merely seek to wrangle with the trivial details of everything, it will be 
impossible for us to see the essence, to draw a clear demarcation between the 
scientific system of Mao Zedong Thought and the mistakes he made during his 
later years--or we might even drift toward the devious path of negating Mao 
Zedong Thought and denying our party's glorious history. This shows that the 
emphasis on "it is correct to give a rough appraisal, but it is incorrect to 
be detailed" is made not only out of political considerations but also because 
it is an important principle for appraising historical personalities and histor- 
ical events in the manner of seeking truth from facts. 


Seeking truth from facts means looking at problems from the point of view of 
the overall situation; it by no means requires us to display all facts evenly 
or equally, whether they major ones or minor ones. Looking at problems from 
the point of view of the overall situation has a twofold connotation: First, 
we must look at problems from the totality and interconnection of everything. 
Lenin said: "If we try to grasp facts from the totality of those facts and 
from the interconnection of those facts, then such facts are not only ‘things 
more eloquent than words' but also things sustained by clear evidence." ("Com 
plete Works of Lenin," Vol 23, p 278) According to this teaching of Lenin, 
then, we should grasp the principal problems and major problems and key problems 
through an analysis of the totality and interconnection of things, and thereby 
reach our conclusion in the manner of seeking truth from facts. The purpose 
of saying that “it is correct to give a rough appraisal but it is incorrect 

to be detailed" lies precisely in this. On this question of carrying out ar 
appraisal of Comrade Mao Zedong, if we have anlayzed the totality and inter- 
connection of things, we should be able to see clearly that Comrade Mao Zedong 
is a great Marxist, a great proletarian revolutionary, strateyist, and theorist. 
During the "Cultural Revolution" he made serious mistakes, but looked at from 
the totality of his activities throughout his life, his meritorious contribu- 
tions to the Chinese revolution far outweigh his faults and failures. His 
merits are primary; his mistakes are secondary. He not -mly led the victory 
of the Chinese revolution but also made indeiible attaJuments in the develop- 
ment of the socialist cause. Hai we not analyzed tix totality of things, we 
would have failed to grasp the principal questions, or we would even have put 
merits and faults upside down and have been unable to grasp fundamental experi- 
ences and lessons. Second, we must proceed from the overall situation, from 
the larger situation. Comrade Mao Zedong said repeatedly that in order to 
keep the overall situation in sight, communists must understand the principle 
that the parts obey the needs of the whole. Today, our appraisal of the merits 
and demerits of Comrade Mao Zedong and the historical status of Maw Zedong 
Thought is closely connected to the whole history of our party and the develop- 
ment of our state. The larger situation and the overall situation are pre- 
cisely to guide our actions even better hereafter, through a correct appraisal 
of Comrade Mao Zedong and Mao Zedong Thought. If we were to be too detailed 
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when we discuss Comrade Mao Zedong's mistakes, or even make mountains out of 
molehills, then not only would we play havoc with the image of our party and 
state and with the prestige of the socialist system, but we would even dissipate 
the wnity of the whole party, the whole army, and the nationalities of the 

whole: country, and we would affect the effort on the part of the people through- 
out the country to continue to guide their own actions through Mao Zedong 
Thought. Obviously, our emphasis on “it is correct to give a rough appraisal 
but it is incvrrect to be detailed,” on looking at problems from the point of 
view of the totality of facts, and on looking at problems from the larger situa- 
tion and the overall situation constitutes precisely a manifestation of our 
insistence on seeking truth from facts. 


In seeking truth from facts, we must look at problems historically, analyzing 
and examining historical personalities and historical events by placing them 

in a definite historical process. In other words we must, just as Lenin sug- 
gested, analyze "by what environment these individuals were determined and 

how they were determined." ("Complete Works of Lenin," Vol 1, p 389) Comrade 
Mao Zedong said that, with regard to historical questions, we should not lay 
emphasis on the responsibility of individual comrades but on the analysis of 
the erroneous environment and its social, historical, and ideological roots. 

He also said, Few gold articles are pure, and few persons are perfect; we must 
not make too harsh demands on the ancients. According to principles such as 
these, when we sum up historical experiences we can hardly demand perfection 

or scrutinize too many trivial details. For instance, starting the "Cultural 
Revolution" and putting Lin Biao and the "gang of four” in important positions 
were the principal mistakes Comrade Mao Zedong made in his late years. If we 
were to pay attention only to the concrete details of these incidents, failing 
to connect them to the historical background of the time, we would inevitably 
conclude that they were a matter of Comrade Mao Zedong's personal qualities. 

If we concretely examine [our] history since the founding of our state, we will 
discover that the fundamental reason why Comrade Mao Zedong made these mistakes 
was because he proposed and promoted the theory of continuous revolution under 
the dictatorship of the proletariat. And the reason why he committed such a 
theoretical faux pas was in turn because he erroneously appraised the class 
situation in our country and the political condition of the party and state. 
This erroneous appraisal, furthermore, was the inevitable result of his separa- 
tion from reality, of his separation from the cadres and masses; it had nothing 
to do with any question of his personal qualities. After such a historical 
analysis, we should be able to understand fairly clearly that even though 
Comrade Mao ZEdong made serious mistakes in his later years, he is still a 
great Marxist. 


In a word, “it is correct to give a rough appraisal but it is incorrect to 

be detailed" accords with the scientific attitude and scientific method of 
dialectical materialism and historical materialism, is consistent with seeking 
truth from facts, and tallies entirely with the interests of the party and 

the people. We should consciously, forthrightly, and confidently adhere to 
this correct principle.

NEED FOR STRICT PARTY DISCIPLINE, WORKSTYLE STRESSED

[Text] Recently, the provincial party committee's discipline inspection com 
mission and the organizational department of the provincial party committee 
issued a circular on several questions that the cadres have had concerning 
organization and discipline, and this has helped enforce party discipline. 
This was a very popular measure greatly welcomed by the party. 


"The individual obeys the organization, the minority obeys the majority, the 
lower level obeys the superior level, and the whole party obeys the Central 
Committee": these are the organizational principles of our party. But nowadays 
some cadres, once they find job transfers or arrangements made by the organiza- 
tion not to their liking, stop working for long periods under the pretext of 
illness. Others openly resist such decisions by the organization, and as they 
start to resort to such footdragging antics they often persist for severai 
months, or even 1 or 2 years. This is a reflection of the unhealthy condition 
of our party workstyle and also is a manifestation of bourgeois liberalization. 
It violates party discipline, dissipates party unity, affects the enthusiasm 

of the broad ranks of the cadres, and causes dislocations in the party's work. 
This phenomenon is never permitted by our party discipline. Everyone still 
remembers that before the "10-year turmoil,” when a party cadre failed to obey 
a transfer made by the party organization, he would be subject to severe punish- 
ment under party discipline and government discipline. Some cadres were dis- 
missed from party membership precisely on such grounds. 


Some say: "Nowadays we are not afraid of things like that." This is mistaken 
behavior in open defiance of the party organization and is not allowed under 
party rules and party laws. Comrade Deng Xiaoping once said: "If a party » 
were to allow its members to express themselves freely and take free actions 
entirely according to their individual wishes, it would of course be impossible 
for that party to have any unified will or any fighting stamina; the party's 
tasks therefore could not possibly be realized smoothly. For this reason, we 
must insist on and improve party leadership, strictly uphold party discipline, 
and greatly enhance the party's disciplined character." Insofar as those who 
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“are not afraid of things like that" are concerned, if they persist in their 
ways and refuse to change, then there is but one outlet--expulsion from the 


. party. 


q Today's problem is that some leading cadres are not so firm. They like to be 
nice guys, ignore principles, and leave practices that are in violation of 
party discipline untouched without bothering about them. If we examine the 
underlying causes, objectively speaking they are a result of the 10-year sabo- 
tage by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." Subjectively speaking, they have come 
about because some cadres continue to entertain several kinds of fear--fear 
that their offices will be jeopardized if the superior level is offended; fear 
that their votes will be lost if the subordinate levels are offended; fear that 
office-sharing will become uncomfortable if colleagues at the same level are 
offended; fear that if their criticism and crackdown are too severe, their 
situation will be reproached as one in which the remant "leftist" poison is 
not yet cleansed, etc. "Nice guys" are alwys afraid of offending someone, 

but in the final analysis they are really afraid of subjecting thetselves to 
any disadvantage. This is an important cause cof laxity and feebleness. 


The observation of strict party discipline and the rectification of our party 
workstyle are welcomed by our party and popular with the people; we must firmly 
and unswervingly grasp this on a continuous basis. Today, the key to the 
question lies in whether or not we dare to assert our spirit, arrest such 
unhealth; trends, and uphold forthright practices. The vast ranks of the 

cadres and masses have opined: "If the leaders are not soft, ur party work- 
style can easily be turned around." As long as the leading c.dres stiffen therm 
’ selves first and all those around them proceed to grasp it together, this problem 
should not be too hard to solve.

CONSCIENTIOUS IMPLEMENTATION OF POLICY ON REGIONAL NATIONAL AUTONOMY URGED

[Text] In summing up the experiences of the thirty-two years of nationality work 
since the founding of our country, the resolution on Certain Questions in the 
History of Our Party Since the Founcing of the People's Republic of China 
unanimously adopted by the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee points out: “It is necessary to persist in their regional autonomy and 
enact laws and regulations to ensure this autonomy and their decision making power 
in applying Party and government policies according to the actual conditions in 
their regions. We must take effective measures to assist economic and cultural 
development in regions inhabited by minority nationalities. actively train and 
promote cadres from among them and resolutely oppose all words and deeds under- 
mining national unity and equality." This is the direction the Party has 
ascertained for nationality work, aad we should regard this as the foundation in 
unifying our understanding of our Party's nationality work. 


Thirty-two years of practice has proved that the Party's policy of regional 
national autonomy ic entirely correct. With the wholehearted support of the 
various minority nationalities, many tasks in the nationality areas are developing 
with progress. However, for a period in the past, especially during the cultural 
revolution, the right to national regional autonomy as set down by the constitution 
existed in name only, owing to the mistake of enlarging the scope of class struggle 
and the rampant trampling and sabotaging of the Party's nationality policy by the 
two counter-revolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing in their hope of 
eradicating national regional autonomy, thus resulting in abnormal relationships 
among some nationalities. 


After the smashing of the gang of four, especially since the Third Plenary Session 
of the CCP, the Party Central Committee has done much to bring order out of chaos 
and rectify certain mistakes in the past on the issue of nationality work. Since 
last year, the Party has held specific discussions on nationality work with regards 
to Tibet, Xinjiang, Yunnan and Inner Mongolia, and has made important decisions 

and policies. Under the guidance of this series of directives and policies, our 
nationality work has reaped very fruitful results. Politically, we have selected 
and trained a group of Hui cadres, redressed vast numbers of false, framed, and 
erroneous cases, and reinvestigated and rectified the mistakes of enlarging the 
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scope of suppressing rebellions in minor nationality areas since 1958. 
Economically, we have relaxed the policies and changed the heretofore vague 
generalization and arbitration in the guiding principles, ascertained the 
production policies according to local conditions in the southern mountainous 
areas, where various forms of the productive responsibility system are carried out 
so as to facilitate speedy development of agriculture, forestry and animal 
husbandry and better living standards for the people. Special measures are being 
adopted in nationality education; a number of nationality middle and primary 
schools are being opened, thus creating favorable conditions for training minority 
nationality people of distinction. On the issue of religion, the religious beliefs 
of the masses are respected, and many religious activity centers are being opened 
to satisfy the people's need for religious life. Other than that, tasks such as 
nationality trade, nationality sanitation and nationality culture are undergoing 
different degrees of development. A flourishing and fine situation is found in 
the nationality areas. As we can imagine, under the spiritual guidance of the 
Historical Resolution adopted by the Sixth Plenary Session of the 1lth CCP, new 
developments are anticipated in the various tasks in the nationality autonomous 
regions. 


The basic tasks for realizing the Party's policy on national regional autonomy 
are: first, to regard the actual local conditions of the national autonomous 
regions as the starting point, and with the help of the government, eradicate step 
by step the inequalities left behind among the minority nationality groups and to 
develop earnestly various nationality work such as economics and culture so as to 
enable the minority nationalities to join as soon as possible the team of advanced 
nationalities. Second, we should make an effort to train communist cadres among 
the minority nationalities and to realize the nationalization of che autonomous 
departments. Indeed, we have made great achievements in this respect. However, 
many problems still exist. Take for example the nationality cadres: it has been 
twenty-three years since the establishment of the national autonomous regions, yet, 
the ratio of Hui cadres among the total number of cadres in the whole region is 
still far below that of the Hui population among the total population, even lower 
than the ratio when the national autonomous region was first established. The Hui 
people occupy 31 per cent of the total population of the autonomous region, and 
yet Hui cadres only occupy a little over 12 per cent of the total number of 
cadres. Nationality education, which is a primary source for training nationality 
cadres, is still very backward. Less than 12 per cent of the total number of 
students currently enrolled in colleges in the autonomous regions are Hui 
students; 17 percent of the students enrolled in vocational middle schools are 
Hui; and only 15 per cent of the students enrolled in the middle schools are 

Hui. Obviously, it is impossible to realize the aim of employing minority people 
in the governmental bodies in the national autonomous areas under such 
circumstances. This problem calls for our great concern in a national autonomous 
region mostly populated by the Hui people. 


The above-mentioned problem has been existing for a long time. In tracing its 
causes, we find that it is due to the unhealthy nationality system; the long- 
standing interference of "Left" ideological errors in nationality work, especially 
the rampage of Lin Biao and the gang of four; as well as vague consciousness 
regarding the policy towards nationalities and inadequate understanding of the 
strategic meaning of the policy of regional national autonomy. For example, one 
obviously wrong view is that regional nationai autonomy is but a tactical measure 
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for stabilizing the minority nationalities. Comrades believing in this view are 
not only inadequate in their understanding of the policy towards regional national 
autonomy, they are oblivious to the basic policy steadfastly upheld by our Party 
-—-equality for all nationalities. Regional national autonomy is the most important 
manifestation of equality for all nationalities. There can be no true unity among 
the nationalities without equality. 


As a regional national autonomous area, many nationality tasks are to be carried 
out in order to concretely implement the Party's policy towards regional national 
autonomy. However, from the standpoint of the present actual conditions, our first 
task is to carry out a wide and in-depth reeducation of all the cadres and all the 
masses in the autonomous regions concerning the policy towards nationalities. We 
should endeavor to straighten out people's understanding of the policy towards 
nationalities on the theoretical and the ideological levels, thus enhancing the 
self-consciousness of implementing this policy. We should regard and grasp well 
the training and the strengthening of minority nationality cadres and workers as 

a long-term strategic mission. In actual practice, we should base our work on the 
characteristics of each autonomous region and listen sincerely to the opinions of 
the minority cadres and masses. Any important issues concernins »ationality 
policies and directives should only be carried out with the support of the minority 
nationalities, without which they should be powtponed or not carried out at all. 
Special and effective measures should be adopted to handle existing conspicuous 
problems such as backward nationality education and slow development of cadres 
from among the nationalities. "Preferential treatment" regarding these problems 
not only cannot resolve the basic problems, but could easily create certain 
misunderstandings and contradictions. 


Thirty-two years have passed. Looking back, we have had tremendous accomplishments 
and rich experiences as well as bitter lessons, Looking forward to the future, 

we have full confidence in the flourishing development of various nationalities. 
All people of the autonomous regions, let us join hands and advance with one 

heart, basking in the sunshine of our Party's policy towards the nationalities 

and working hard to build a prosperous, rich and civilized new Ningxia!

WAYS TO DEAL WITH UNHEALTHY PARTY WORKSTYLE DISCUSSED

[Text] The question of our party workstyle is one about which there are quite a 
number of discussions in our society today. Everybody invariably reproaches 
unhealthy practices and expects our party to revive and give scope to the fine 
traditions and styles we have long forged in the past. This reflects the care 
about, and the love for, our party. In order to overcome such unhealthy: prac- 
tices more effectively, there is need for us to discuss certain problems pertain- 
ing to people's understanding. 


One view holds that it is rather common for party members and cadres to resort 
to unhealthy practices today, and that such unhealthy practices have thus nearly - 
become an “incurable disease." Such a view is one-sided and groundless. 


Practically speaking, unhealthy practices are not isolated cases. In a certain 
department or unit, they may be a general problem. Viewed from the overall situa- 
tion, however, those who resort to unhealthy practice are, after all, in the 
minority--only a small part among the more than 39 million of our party members; 
the majority of party members are good or fairly good und have retained their 
noble sentiments in honestly serving the public. Among the small portion of party 
members who resort to unhealthy practices, such a problem also differs by degree: 
those with whom such a problem proves to be really serious are especially in a 
very small minority, and even among these few, not all of them are by any means 
incorrigible. When we look at a problem, we must seek to be comprehensive, dif- 
ferentiate between the main current and the tributaties, and not treat the parts 
as the whole, nor the tributaries as the main current. It is wrong and harmful 

to resort to subjective guesswork by circumscribing the problem; however, it is 
likewise wrong and harmful impractically to exaggerate the extent of the problen. 
In the summing up of the historical experiences and lessons since the founding of 
our state by our party, an important point is never to estimate a situation apart 
from the realities. When we assess a problem excessively, we are liable to lose 
rationality in our actions and repeat the past mistake of expansion. If we regard 
this dark aspect of unhealthy practices as the main current of our party workstyle, 
it is possible that we will lose confidence that we can eventually solve the prob- 
lem. The so-called conclusion of “unhealthy practices having almost become an 
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incurable disease" is precisely a reflection of the loss of such confidence. One 
of the reasons why there has appeared in our society an erroneous trend of 
doubting and denying our party leadership today is in fact the excessively serious 
way in which unhealthy practices within our party are viewed. 


Of course, we cannot deny that unhealthy practices are tributaries in our party 
workstyle, but their danger should nonetheless not be underestimated. They not 
only erode the organic body of our party and sully the brilliant image of our 
party, but also pollute the entire social atmosphere and hurt the people's 
socialist enthusiasm. Precisely because of this, the Party Central Committee has 
elevated the question of party workstyle to the height of the very life and death 
of the party itself in assessing it, and has grasped rectification of unhealthy 
workstyle as an important task in our party--building effort. It has also form-. 
lated a party law--the "Guiding Principles for Inner-Party Political Life"--and 
called upon the whole party to study and implement it. This indicates that our 
party is determined to rectify unhealthy workstyles. We should have confidence that 
our party can solve this problem, let alone the fact that unhealthy practices are 
a reflection of the influence of the corrupt and obsolescent ideas of the exploi- 
tive classes which are illegal in our party. In the development of history, 
progressive ideas are bound to overcome corrupt and obsolescent ideas, bright 
aspects are bound to overcome dark aspects, and fo’ thright trends are bound to 
overcome devious trends: this general tendency can.ot be changed by anybody. 
Notwithstanding the fact that, because of its troublesome nature, the solution of 
such a problem necessarily requires a process and considerable effort, we should 
nonetheless never regard unhealthy practices as an "incurable disease." 


Still another view holds that those who resort to unhealthy practices are mostly 
powerholders; hence the problem cannot be solved without starting a political 
movement. This is a biased feeling. 


Unhealthy practices for the most part still belong to the category of contradic- 
tions among the people. According to Marxist-Leninist principles, we can solve 
these contradictions among the people only by the methods of persuasion and educa- 
tion, the methods of criticism and self-criticism. But a political movement is 
usually a way to solve contradictions in class struggle. To handle contradictions 
among the people by the method one would use to dispose of problems of class 
struggle is theoretically anti-Marxist. In practice, this would not only have an 
impact on economic construction as the focus of our attention but, once the move- 
ment gets started, it often becomes a case of strong gale and terrential downpour, 
tremendous bombardment and uproar, and necessarily tends to confuse the two dif- 
ferent categories of contradictions, mistakenly hurt good people, mess up the 
ranks of the cadres, and bring about many consequences. Such lessons were 
learned both in the "four-cleansing" movement and during the "Cultural Revolution.’ 
Even if this method served to rein in unhealthy practices, it would be only 
temporary and could not possibly solve the problem in the fundamental sense. 

This has been proved by past experiences and lessons. 


Then, will we fail to rectify unhealthy practices if we refrain from starting 
a political movement? That obviously is hardly the case. 


First of all we must see that, in terms of internal causes, the party workstyle's 
turning unhealthy is a comprehensive illness brought about when the party-building 
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effort as a whole is weakened; it is the result of some party members and cadres 
losing their resistance in the face of erosion by ideas of the exploitive classes 
because of a weak concept of party character on their owm part. A colloquial 
saying puts it well: If one wishes to remove a tree, one must remove its roots. 
The fundamental approach to rectifying unhealthy practices is to strengthen party 
building, observe strict organizational life, launch regular criticism and self- 
criticism, strengthen the party character of party members and cadres, and con- 
sciously restrain ourselves by means of party rules and party laws. Practice 
proves that this is an effective method for a fundamental cure. Take, for example, 
a commune secretary who has in the past taken advantage of his office and power 
to use commune vehicles and construction workers to do work for him free. During 
the period he was required to study at the party school, he studied the "Guiding 
Principles," looked at himself in the mirror, and thereby recognized that he had 
violated the requirements of the "Guiding Principles." Therefore he made up his 
mind to reform. Even before he had finished: his study, he asked for leave to re- 
turn to his commune, where he took the initiative to examine his mistakes at a 
meeting of the party committee and immediately paid up all the expenses he should 
have paid in the first place. Led by his example, the other members of the party 
committee also examined their own respective unhealthy practices and made their 
economic return or repayments accordingly. Thereafter, the general membership 
of this commune party committee regularly examined themselves by means of the 
"Guiding Principles," launched criticism and self-criticism, and thereby withstood 
the further attack of unhealthy practices. Because of the implementation of the 
“Guiding Principles," the strengthening of party building, and the perfection of 
the system of organizational life, not a few examples similar to such conscious 
rectification of unhealthy practices have appeared in various localities. 


Secondly, full exercise of the supervisory role of the masses is indispensable. 
Today, people may be said to be full of complaints about such unhealthy prac- 
tices; this is understandable. But merely to complain is useless. We should make 
full use of our democratic rights, exercise supervision over party members and 
cadres, be prepared at all times to expose such unhealthy practices::among the 
party members and cadres, and help party organizations to do a good job of recti- 
fying party workstyle. In handling letters and visits by the masses, the disci- 
pline inspection departments of the party at various levels must maintain a pru- 
dent attitude, protect the informers’ legitimate rights, and overcome the bureau- 
cratic practice of merely passing matters on down the line with written instruc- 
tions. 


Thirdly, our policy centers on education. But in the case of those whose problems 
are serious, yet who refuse to change even after repeated instructions, it is 
necessary for us to deal with them according to their specific situations and on 
the basis of party discipline and state laws. Economically, they should also not 
be allowed to gain any advantage. During the past 2 years, discipline inspection 
departments and judicial departments at various levels have all grasped some typical 
cases to handle. Although theirs ‘was but an attempt to repair the pale after 

the sheep are gone, it nonetheless constituted a special education for those who 
insisted on making mistakes, and it also played the role of punishing one and 
thereby warning a hundred others in respect to the rest. Along with the normali- 
zation of our inner-party political life and the strengthening of our legal sys- 
tem, the strange situation of the past, in which bureaucratic power has seemed to 
be more influential than the law, is bound to become gradually eliminated. 
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To sum up, our party is determined and capable with respect to rectifying all 
unhealthy practices and curing all our internal wounds, We should reinforce our 
confidence, assert our spirit, and struggle under the leadership of the Party 
Central Committee to build a modern, highly democratic, and highly civilized 
socialist motherland.

But Lu Yongxiang politely turned down this 
offer and said: "I am sorry, but China is my homeland, and I will pursue my 
career in China." 


Lu Yongxiang's reply has elated many people and has been praised by them. Lu 
Yongxiang has always considered his pursuit of advanced studies abroad to be 
a good opportunity to acquire knowledge on behalf of his motherland, instead 
of a tactic to increase his own fortune. That doctoral degree program, which 
usually takes others 5 or 6 years to complete, took him only a little over 2 
years. He also has to his credit inventions. His success emanates from his 
warm love for his great socialist motherland and his strong determination to 
serve the four modernizations program. The strong sense of patriotism is a 
driving force that motivates him to work hard and to pay no heed to the Western 
material lures he faces. Comrade Lu Yongxiang's behavior vividly reflects a 
noble and decent virtue that should be shared by the children of the Chinese 
nation. 


There are persons of another kind in life. These are persons who fanatically 
worship the material civilization of capitalism while showing no respect for 
their own temporarily economically and culturally backward homeland. Instead 
of trying to do everything possible to swiftly change the backward outlook of 
their motherland, they merely think of how to figure out ways to make a small 
fortune for themselves and how to establish contact with their "friends" and

Please think that it is 
not really very easy for anyone to achieve something like that; a cadre has 
made his achievements in work directly felt in the people's “vegetable baskets." 
Although this is something small, it is extremely significant. Will the 
masses who carry vegetable baskets have any reason not to say something nice 
about our party and government under these circumstances? Although the title 
of "vegetable-oriented mayor" is not necessarily fitting, it is an honor that 
really comes from the bottom of the people's hearts. A mayor so honored should 
take pride in being accorded that glorious title. 


This shows that a good style of work warmly welcomed by the masses is gaining 
momentum.

Deputy Head of the Provincial People's Congress and Head of the 
Provincial Nationality Affairs Commission Wu Jinghua [0124 4737 5478] made a report 
titled "Concretely Strengthen the Nationalities Legal System" at the meeting. 


Wu Jinghua said that the primary task of the Provincial Nationality Affairs 
Commission was to assist autonomous areas in bettering nationality legislative 
work; examine the autonomy regulations and specific regulations submitted to the 
Provincial Nationality Affairs Commission by various autonomous prefectures and 
autonomous counties; supervise the implementation of measures on nationality 
issues; and examine motions concerning nationality affairs submitted to the 
Provincial People's Congress and its standing committee. 


Wu Jinghua said that strengthening the nationalities legal system is an important

lutionary struggle in various fields." Some comrades may ask: Why should the 
slogan “Continuous revolution under the dictatorship of the proletariat" carried 
out by one class to overthrow another be called a mistake? How can we distinguish 
this mistaken slogan from the revolutionary struggle that should continue to be 
resolutely carried out in all fields of endeavor? 





The so-called struggle carried out by one class to overthrow another is normally 
to be called a political revolution undertaken to change the relations of produc- 
tion in society of antagonistic classes, ‘yhere contradictions between the relations 
of production and productive forces and between the economic base and the super- 
structure usually culminate in contradictions and struggle between two major 
antagonistic classes. Therefore, the struggle to change the old relations of pro- 
duction and superstructure is ultimately bound to take the violent form of class 
antagonisms and class conflicts, and political revolution used by one class to 
overthrow another. Otherwise, the task of changing the relations of production 
cannot be accomplished. In his work entitled "The Poverty of Philosophy," Marx 
said: Before classes and class antagonism disappear, “on the eve of overall 

social transformation, social sciences often come up with this conclusion: ‘In 
the event there is no war, death is still unavoidable; in the event there are no 
bloody battles, destruction still occurs. This is a prescient prediction of 

every problem." (George Sand)" ("Selected Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 1, 

p 161) But Marx maintained that "as soon as classes and class antagonisms dis- 
appear, social evolution will no longer take the form of political revolution," or 
revolution used by one class to overthrow another. In our country, the political 
rule of the exploiting classes was overthrown and political power fell into the 
hands of the proletariat 32 years ago; the system of exploitation was declared 
null and void long ago by the successful socialist transformation of the system of 
private ownership. Although class struggle will continue to exist to a certain 
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degree for a long time to come, class antagonisms in our society as a whole have 
ceased to exist. Under such circumstances, another attempt to promote political 
revolution as a measure for one class to overthrow another would be nothing more 
than an absurd action that would culminate in our own overthrow. This idea is not 
only untenable in theory and practice but also very dangerous. The civil strife 
caused by the "Great Cultural Revolution" testifies to this fact. 


Since any attempt to promote the revolution for one class to overthrow another is 
wrong under the socialist condition, why are we called upon to resolutely continue 
the revolutionary struggle in all fields again? The answer to this question is that 
today we still have a long way to go in fulfilling the revolutionary task to build 
socialism and realize communism. Although the socialist system has been established 
in our country, it remains far from perfect and from growing to maturity. To make 
it perfect and ready for the gradual transition to communism calls for a long-term 
effort. Lenin said: "Under socialism, antagonisms will disappear and contradic- 
tions will remain." (Commentary on Bukharin'g work "Transitory Economy," single 
volume, p 12) This reference to the contradictions that still exist under 
socialism consists of contradictions between the relations of production and pro- 
ductive forces and between the economic base and the superstructure. The relations 
of production and productive forces and the economic base and the superstructure 
constitute single entity of opposites in the process of constant contradictory 
movements. In the process, old contradictions will give way to new ones which 
can be resolved through transformation. The transformation of the relations of 

_ production and productive forces, no matter whether it is carried out wholly or 
partially, belongs to the general category of revolution. This shows that after 
class antagouisms disappear, social contradictions will remain and the revolution 
will continue to exist. 





But in the wake of the establishment of the socialist system come reforms designed 
to improve and develop the socialist relations of production and superstructure. 
Such reforms have nothing in common with the political revolution in society of 
antagonistic classes--a revolution aimed at overthrowing the old ruling class and 
capturing political power. Nor has it anything in common with the class struggle 
carried out by the proletariat to clean up the exploiting classes after it has 
put political power under its control. The reforms come after political power is 
put in the hands of the proletariat and the broad masses of people led by the 
Communist Party. The people's political power, led by the Communist Party, will 
carry out the social transformation in accordance with the objective laws govern- 
ing the development of society and by means of the socialist system. The reforms 
will be carried out under good leadership, step by step, and in an orderly manner 
until the relations of production can adapt to the need for the development of 
productive forces and the superstructure will make itself responsive to the needs 
of the economic base. This is the reason why this task can be accomplished with- 
out going through the process of launching a political revolution to overthrow the 
existing political power. Commenting on the implementation by the Soviet Union 

of the socialist collective farm system in the countryside, Stalin said: This form 
of revolution is not carried out by means of violence but can be regarded as a 
process of transition which can gradually be fulfilled with the blessing of the 
existing political power and with the support of an elite group of peasants. (See 
"Selected Works of Stalin," Vol 1, pp 538, 539) In other words, under circumstances 
where the two major antagonistic classes no longer exist, the process of this 
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revolution can be fulfilled by gradually building up the strength of new elements 
and gradually eliminating the old elements. True, class struggle will continue to 
exist to a certain degree for a long time to come in our country after the exploit- 
ers have been eliminated as a class. Although there still exist enemies of all 
kinds and other subversive elements who are widely scattered across the land, it is 
unlikely that they can form a class to be reckoned with, nor is it likely that 

they will be able to play a dominant role in society, because they lack a common 
economic base. Our struggle against these antagonistic elements falls within the 
framework of remnant class struggle, which can in no way be called a political 
revolution used by one class to overthrow another. As a matter of fact, even such 
problems as those posed by the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, 
which usurped a considerably large portion of power, were resolved without there 
being a process of launching a revolution to overthrow the existing political power 
or a revolution designed for one class to overthrow another. In the process, we 
mustered the strength of the party and the strength of the existing power con- 
trolled by the people to solve such problems. This fact proves that with the 
strength of the party and the strength of the people's government led by the party, 
we are powerful enough to carry out all necessary reforms, step by step, and to 
move our society forward until communism is realized. 





At present, the struggle being carried out by the people in our country to gradual- 
ly build a modern socialist: power with a high level of democracy and of civiliza- 
tion is also an extremely broad and profound revolution, a phase in the entire 
process of a great revolution aimed at realizing communism. In the course of 
realizing the four modernizations and greatly raising the level of social produc- 
tive forces, it is certain that those relations of production and superstructure 
that cannot live up to the requirements for this purpose should be reformed so as 
to change the ways of the people's thinking and their customs and habits. For 
example, the reforms in our economic structure, in the political system of the 
state, and in the leadership system of the party and state currently under way fit 
that pattern. But fundamentally speaking, such reforms are being carried out for 
the benefit of our society, and therefore it is unlikely that they will break into 
violent confrontations or conflicts. Of course, political revolution that is 
usually adopted by one class to overthrow another is not only unnecessary but also 
inadvisable in this case. 


In short, the slogan "Continuous revolution under the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat" was a mistake. In the future, we can no longer promote the political 
revolution that is usually adopted by one class to overthrow another. But our 
revolutionary mission remains far from complete. We must keep our revolutionary 
will vigorously alive so that we can bring our socialist revolution and construc- 
tion to a successful conclusion and turn the lofty ideals of communism into 
reality.

[Text] Comrade Chen Yun's speech at the "Seventh Congress," "We Must Stress 
Truth and Not Face," is now openly published. Reading this article anew, I feel 
that it touches our hearts and is also very important. 


At the time, I attended the "Seventh Congress" as a delegate from Hunan. Hearing 
Comrade Chen Yun's report, comrades like us who had been engaged for a long time 
in underground work could not at first understand: we were single-mindedly dedi- 
cated to the revolution and struggling for communism and would never hesitate io 
sacrifice our own relatives and lives; how could we be afraid of losing face? 
Only as we further studied and discussed it later on did we come to perceive the 
noteworthy trend among our cadres as pointed out by Comrade Chen Yun. At that 
time, battles were being won in one place after another at the front, and final 
victory in the anti-Japanese war was already in sight in the rear. Meanwhile, a 
great production movement was being launched w‘th fanfare, and both soldiers and 
civilians in the border areas were generally very happy; some comrades thereupon 
exhibited the kinds of problems that Comrade Chen Yun pointed out. The timely 
raising and solving of these problems undoubtedly played an important role in the 
ultimate triumph of the revolution. 


Comrade Chen Yun really demonstrated his foresight; the problems he criticized 

36 years ago are still so emphatically relevant today. As for some of the prob- 
lems, because of our present status as the party in power and because of the in- 
fluence of the 10-year internal disturbance, they have become even more serious 
than they were then. As I recall those days, the first thing required of us when 
we entered the party was to pledge our loyalty to the party, promise to strictly 
keep our secrets, follow assignments, relate to the masses, sacrifice our indivi- 
dual interests, and struggle for communism. Today, however, some people have 
entered the party for the purpose of eventually becoming officials. As they do 
become bigger and bigger officials, their bureaucratism also becomes multifarious 
and heavier. The party concept of many people proves to be rather thin. They 
take the interests of the party and the state lightly, while attaching great im- 
portance to their own interests. Some responsible comrades seek to get their own 
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interests. Some responsible comrades seek to get their own children and relatives 
admitted to higher schools or hired at better jobs by going through the "back 
door." They have in their minds only their relatives and friends, only sons and 
grandsons, but not the interests of the party and the people. Some party members 
and cadres, even high-ranking cadres, prefer to listen to flattering words and 
not to hear criticism. They choose to promote and elevate those who flatter them 
and also take care of them on a priority basis when rewards are distributed, but 
as for those who make suggestions to them, they find fault with them at every 
turn or even retaliate against them with a vengeance. There are also some party 
members and cadres who ignore party discipline and become persons beyond disci- 
plinary constraints, so that when jobs are assigned to them they proceed to bar- 
gain, finding them not acceptable here or unsuitable there, alleging that they 
cannot take their wives and children with them, etc. There are still some »veople 
whose deeds do not conform to their words. They do one thing in front of others 
and another behind their back, and they say one thing but do another. All this, 
in the final analysis, has to do with the question of whether or not they have 
established their firm communist faith. I recall that Comrade Chen Yun at the 
time also gave a very vivid example: in the Yanhe there lies a boulder; after 
several hundred years and repeated floods, it has still not been swept away. 

We communists must be like this boulder. We must show revolutionary firmness 

and be capable of withstanding great winds and great waves as well as countless 
trials and tests. We are neither afraid of white terrors and various abominable 
circumstances nor moved by sugarcoated bullets or flattery and adulation. We 
must wholeheartedly serve the people and struggle for communism! 


It has been several years since the smashing of the "gang of four"; yet our 
party workstyle and our social customs and social order and security still have 
not yet taken a fundamental turn for the better. This requires us first of all 
to rectify our party workstyle. This article by Comrade Chen Yun serves as the 
best mirror for such rectification of our party workstyle. It is hoped that our 
high-ranking cadres, general cadres, and all party members will study it seriously. 
It is especially hoped that those whose party workstyle has gone astray will do 
some determined reflecting and seriously carry out self-criticsm, set their minds 
straight and get their standpoint straight, and consciously rid themselves of 
their unhealthy practices and devious traits. We must energetically advocate 
stressing not face but truth; those who are overprotective of their face are 
bound someday to have their face ripped away by truth, and the people will also 
abandon them! 


Struggle by Ignoring ‘Face’

[Text] At a session of the party's "Seventh Congress," I listened to Comrade 

Chen Yun's speech. I still remember that at the time he criticized the "arro- 
gant air" of “always claiming merits and evading demerits" on the part of some 
cadres, especially high-ranking cadres. He repeatedly admonished us to be 
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conscientious and cautious, to be responsible to the people, and to discard all 
bad things and all things that should be discarded, so as to consolidate the 
party's strength. As I read this speech today, 1 feel that it still has very 
significant, realistic meaning. 


During the war years, our party members and cadres seldom considered their in- 
dividual gains or losses. They were always prepared to sacrifice their own 

lives for the cause of the people's liberation. Although amongst their ranks 
there were those who were arrogant and complacent and who preferred to listen to 
flattery but not criticism, the problem was, after all, never as serious as it 

is today. The situation of our party is far different today than during the war 
years; we have acceded to power; large contingents of new people have joined our 
party; and our party elements have thus undergone a change. As the official sta- 
tus of some party members has become higher and higher, their consideration for 
the interests of the people and the party has become less and less; while their 
consideration for their own individual interests and those of their children has 
become greater and greater. The revolutionary will of some people has declined, 
while their bourgeois extreme individualism has become inflated. In politics 
they fail to maintain consistency with the central authorities. With respect to 
the party's line, principles, and policies, they deal with them merely in a nega- 
tive, perfunctory manner, or they even adopt such attitudes as feigning compli- 
ance, doubledealing, or open resistance. In the economic realm, unhealthy prac- 
tices, violations of the law, and disruption of discipline are quite serious. 
Thus, they abuse their power, distribute rewards at random, bribe others and also 
accept bribes from others, smuggle things and evade taxes, speculate and profi- 
teer, graft and embezzle, and even conspire together to rob the state of its 
property. In some cases, they even ignore the perty's principles, cultivate the 
art of establishing connections and, with such connections thus established, 
“enter by the back door," entertain guests and buy gifts with public funds, etc. 
Practices like these are found to be rather common in certain departments and 
among certain cadres. 





During the past few years, the party Central Committee has led party committees 
at various levels in carrying out a great many tasks with respect to the imple- 
mentation of the "Guiding Principles" and the revival and development of the 
party's fine traditions. Party workstyle, social order and security, and social 
customs have all experienced a great deal of progress, but they still have not 
fundamentally turned for the better. Every one of our comrades must conscien- 
tiously consider and deal with this problem. Leading comrades of the party 
Central Committee have repeatedly pointed out that in the new year ahead we must 
grasp well the tasks both of building our material civilization and of building 
our spiritual civilization. The key to building our spiritual civilization lies 
precisely in doing a good job of rectifying our party workstyle. 


Today, not a few comrades lack confidence that our party workstyle will turn 
fundamentally for the better. This is incorrect. I am of the opinion that as 
long as party committees, especially leading organs and leading cadres, at vari- 
ous levels deal with this problem seriously, earnestly set themselves as examples, 
mobilize the masses, and launch criticism and self-criticism, it should be possi- 
ble for us to achieve conspicuous results very quickly. Not long ago, the Beijing 
Municipal Party Committee, beginning by halting the trend of resorting to wining 
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and dining, achieved good results in rectifying our party workstyle. Their 
basic experience is this: the party committee pays attention to the matter; the 
work begins with the leaders themselves. Thus, the first secretary grasps it 
personally, and others grasp it at their own respective levels, so that each 
level grasps its own individual part, “neighbors to the right and the left" and 
also grasp it, and the masses are mobilized to supervise them and thereby seek 
to solve the problem from the point of view of ideological perception. Atten- 
tion is paid to commending good people and good things that follow discipline 
and abide by the law. In the case of those whose wrongdoings are serious or 
who fail to change after repeated instructions, solemn punishment is meted out 
to them, up to the point of dismissal from party membership. The cases of some 
are openly published in the press. This way of doing things has exerted a great 
impact upon the cadres and masses and has strengthened our confidence in grasping 
our party workstyle well. The facts illustrate that as long as leaders make up 
their minds and adopt effective measures accordingly, healthy practices will 
definitely gain the upper hand, while devious practices will be duly suppressed. 





In reviewing Comrade Chen Yun's words, we should regularly examine problems in 
this regard, adhere to truth, ignore face, strengthen our party character, estab- 
lish our confidence, and struggle incessantly for the rectification of our party 
workstyle. 


Fundamental Principle: Stress Truth

[Text] Comrade Chen Yun's speech at the party's "Seventh Congress" entitled "We 
must stress truth, not face," is an important historical document in the construc- 
tion of our party. It deals with the tendency now existing among some comrades 

to “always take credit for contributions, but never for mistakes," explaining in 
simple terms the factors giving rise to this tendency and the dangers involved, 
and teaching cadres throughout the party how to use historical materialism to 

view individual contributions and mistakes. It calls upon comrades throughout 

the party, particularly leading comrades at all levels, to emphasize the cause 

of the party and the good of the people and not to calculate individual gains and 
losses, and how to uphold and develop the party's fine workstyle from a funda- 
mentally upright standpoint, overcoming and correcting unhealthy tendencies. This 
speech, possessing distinctive party-spirit principles, and sincerity and goodwill, 
not only has profound educational implications for all comrades of the party 
regarding things prior to revolutionary victory, even now that our party has be- 
come the party in power, and particularly today following the 10 years of chaos 

in which the party's body was grievously maimed and at a time when the party's 
workstyle urgently needs rectification, it possesses even greater guiding 
significance. 


"Stress Truth and Not Face": This is the fundamental principle every communist 
should follow. It is by stressing truth that our party has grown and become 
big and strong. We communists firmly believe in Marxist truth, and on our 
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shoulders is the great historic mission of liberating all mankind. Our only 
purpose is to serve the people wholeheartedly and not to seek private gain for 
ourselves individually or for any small group. Stressing only face and not 
truth would make our party undergo a qualitative metamorphosis and turn into 

a bunch of unprincipled cliques engaged in a struggle for power and a struggle 
for profit. Just as Comrade Chen Yun said, Communist Party members are pre- 
pared even to sacrifice their lives while working for the revolution, so how 
can they wrangle about their face? We must reject face and stress truth; what- 
ever may be best for the common people and whatever may be best for the revolu- 
tion should be done accordingly. 


Ever since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, our 
party Central Committee has adopted many measures to revive and give scope to 
the party's three great workstyles and has set personal examples by putting up 
pilot models first. The party Central Committee has time and again called upon 
comrades of the whole party, especially leading cadres at the various levels, 
to conscientiously launch criticism and self-criticism, improve their leader- 
ship style in a down-to-earth way, and strengthen and improve the party leader- 
ship as a whole. For example, in state organs with which I have been in con- 
tact, our party workstyle may be said to be gradually turning for the better, 
the party's organizational life is also getting to be increasingly healthier, 
and criticism and selt-criticism are also somewhat strengthened. Particularly 
since Comrade Hu Yaobang suggested that the central organs must serve as exam- 
ples for the whole country, organizations of party committees of the various 
departments have generally examined the state of laxity and feebleness on the 
part of our leadership and proposed measures for improvement. Some departmental 
party committees have already achieved preliminary results in rectifying the 
workstyle of these organs. Generally speaking, however, the abnormal situation 
in which “criticism is difficult and self-criticism is even more so" still ob- 
tains everywhere. In one instance, people are conspicuously polite to each 
other, but when they have opinions they do not express them directly to each 
other but choose to air criticism only privately or deal with the matter in 
light touches in a necessarily perfunctory manner. In another instance, in 
order to protect each other's face, people prefer to wrangle endlessly on prob- 
lems far removed from principle, or to attack each other by expressing their 
personal feelings. Such low, vulgar thinking and style run entirely counter to 
the lofty character and fighting style of communists in "stressing truth and not 
face" and in keeping the overall situation in mind. If we fail to seriously 
rectify such unhealthy practices, we can hardly speak of playing an exemplary 
role. 





Through a review of this speech by Comrade Chen Yun, I think several questions 
require our attention at present. First, we should educate all our party mem- 
bers, especially the leading cadres of our party, to take the standpoint of the 
party and the people, proceed from a selfless heart, dare to speak the truth, \ 
dare to express our own views on majcr problems, dare to criticize unwholesome 
tendencies, and show courage in conducting self-criticism with regard to our 

own errors and defects by “adhering to truth and correcting our mistakes." 

Party organizations must energetically support those comrades who show such 
courage in struggling against unhealthy and devious practices. 








Marx said: “It is best to compare truth to a flint--the more sharply it is 
struck, the more brilliant is the light it sparks." In party life we often 
encounter this kind of situation: With respect to a fairly complex question, 
there are often two sharply different views, and the factual bases supplied in 
support of them are also different. In dealing with such a question, the party's 
leading organizations and leading comrades should not listen or believe in a 
partial way, and they should refrain from treating things lightly or resorting 
to hasty judgment. The correct method is to put the matter aboveboard and, 
through party meetings, to display the pertinent facts, lay out the relevant 
reasoning, and, on the basis of clarifying all the facts, follow the princi- 
ple of democratic centralism and reach a conclusion that corresponds more 
closelv to the actual situation. This way of doing things facilitates the 
handling of our operations in a public spirit and [facilitates] the strengthen- 
ing of our unity, improves the fighting stamina of our party, and serves to 
revive and develop the fine traditions of our party.

RECTIFICATION OF PARTY WORKSTYLE DEEMED VITAL 
Adopt Determined Attitude

{Text] Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the 
Party Central Committee has been fully determined to rectify the question of our 
unhealthy party workstyle and has formulated the party's relevant law--the "Guiding 
Principles for Inner-Party Political Life." During the past 3 years, with the 
active efforts of the Party Central Committee and party committees at various 
levels, the party workstyle sabotaged by the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolu- 
tionary cliques has been evolving in a wholesome direction. This is most delight- 
ful. But we must clearly see that the question of our party workstyle has still 
not made a fundamental turn for the better. One of the reasons for this is that 
some of our local leading organs and some of our leading comrades have not asserted 
their spirit, have remained soft and feeble, and have not demonstrated their full 
determination to solve the question of our party workstyle. 








A year ago, Comrade Chen Yun reminded the whole party: "The question of party 
workstyle for a party in power is related to its very life and death." But even to 
this day, some comrades have lacked any sense of urgency about solving this impor- 
tant question, thinking that this matter is full of difficulties and can hardly be 
readily handled, and hence they suggest "letting it go," or "letting us handle it 
slowly." To suggest “letting go" means that they are not going to grasp it; to 
suggest "letting us handle it slowly" means that there is no urgency: both of 
these [approaches] provide opportunities for those who are inclined to resort to 
unhealthy practices. The historical experiences of our party prove that, in solv- 
ing a major question that is relevant to the whole situation, once the policy is 
handed down we must immediately follow up with vigorous and speedy action, irre- 
spective of difficulties and obstacles, so that as the order is carried out, the 
forbidden activity is stopped. Without such determination, it is equally impossible 
to solve the question of our party workstyle. Of course, our steps must be steady 
and our handling must be relevant. That is to say, we must seek truth from facts, 
solve problems in a down-to-earth manner, and not resort to noisy bombardment and 
boisterous uproar abruptly precipitated, but handle problems pertinently. However, 
we must be fully determined, grasp the matter until the very end, and not adopt the 
attitude of "letting handle it slowly," nor just grasp it for a while and then let 
it go. 
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Those who suggest “letting us handle it slowly" have a point of view--namely, "When 
there are too many lice, they don't seem to bite any more." How can they fail to 
bite? There is no such thing. When there are too many “lice” to play havoc, they 
are bound to affect our attention to work on the four modernizations. When there 
are too many “lice,” it is indeed harder to grab them; but precisely because of 
this, we must grab them one by one with determination. It is for the purpose of 
solving difficulties that communists and leaders at various levels struggle. Being 
afraid of difficulties and avoiding contradictions are a reflection of irresponsi- 
bility toward the party and the people. 


There are still other leading comrades who have nurtured a frailty in the past few 
years, and that is the inclination to be a "nice guy" in the face of controversy, 
to be afraid of “offending people," and wot to have the courage to launch criticism 
and self-criticism. What is called "planting flowers rather than thorns" is their 
very philosophy of social conduct. Actually, the "flowers" they wish to plant 
happen to be nothing other than the thorns in our party workstyle; if they were to 
plant more of what they call "thorns," they might well enable the flowers of our 
party's fine traditions to bloom more charmingly. In his article "Oppose Liber- 
alism,'’ Comrade Mao Zedong severely criticized such liberalism, which is addicted 
to negative ideological struggle and swayed by unprincipled peace. He said that 
liberalism is in fundamental contradiction to Marxism; it is a negative phenomenon;

[Text] “The best thing is not to ask about who is right and who is wrong, but 
simply to echo the voices of others; it is even better not to open one's mouth at 
all; and above what is better, still, is not even to show any sign on one's face as 
to how one feels about the right and wrong of a given situation...."" As I read 

Mr Lu Xun's SHIGU SANMEI [THREE SECRETS OF WORLDLY WISDOM], I can't help feeling 
deeply touched. His description and expose of those steeped in the wordly wisdom 
of the old society seem also to be salutory advice for certain people today. 
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Is this not true? Certain people today are just like those under Lu Xun's pen. 
Actually, they are not just iike them; in certain respects they even show "renova- 
tion" and development! Have you not noticed how some people not only never ask who 
is right and who is wrong, who is crooked and who is straight, but when they en- 
counter contradictions they immediately take a detour, and when they see bad things 
they simply shut themselves up. But they even treat those who have made mistakes 
through the “art of establishing connections" by following the practice: "When you 
make mistakes I shall show sympathy, and when I make mistakes you accommodate them 
accordingly," or "Let us coexist peacefully, so that we can together without in- 
cident." In even worse cases, they turn the liking of a scab into an addiction, as 
they trumpet the mistakes of higher-ups, acquaintances, and bosom friends as if they 
were their strongpoints, just like a stand-in for the bootlicker in the comic dia- 
logue, who constantly shouts "Marvelous, well done," or just like "nice guy" Sima 
Wei of the Later Han Dynasty, who "never talked about people's shortcomings, but 
only uttered the words ‘Fine, fine,' whether what was mentioned in his conversation 
with others was good or bad." If Lu Xun were to observe this situation today, he 
would probably proceed to write a follow-up piece to his SHICU SANMEIL. 





As we come to think about this further, such people are really to be both laughed 
at and pitied. What is pitiful is that although they have their mind, they have 
no definite views; although they have their own mouths, they can only echo the 
opinions of others. What is laughable is that, on such sharply opposite themes as 
"right" and "wrong" and "beauty" and "ugliness," they can even give the same 
answer, whereupon they become imbeciles ignorant of any distinction between right 
and wrong and always agreeable to whatever other people say. If we study the root 
cause of the matter still further, the reason why it is both pitiful and laughable, 
of course, also has to do with the philosophy of their social conduct, which is 
predicated upon one's predisposition to be worldly wise, piuy it safe, and offend 
no one, or not only to reirain from offending anyone but even to do one's best to 
placate others. 





Obviously, such a philosophy of social conduct, in the context of the old society, 
is bound to wear down the toiling people's struggle against the rulers and can 
never be connected to any thought of resisting the oppression of the exploitive 
classes. In today's context, how can it be connected to the idea of helping com- 
rades and friends overcome their mistakes? How can there be any possibility of 
resisting and rectifying unhealthy practices and erroneous trends? We can imagine, 
in the case of the young cook Chen Aiwu [7115 1947 2976] of the Fengzeyuan Restaur- 
ant in Beijing, that if in his conduct he had followed the worldly wisdom of making 
sure that "you are fine, I am fine, everybody is fine," he definitely would not 
have informed against the unhealthy practice whereby some people were having pri- 
vileged dinners there. And in the case of workshop foreman Li Haicheng [2621 3189 
2052] of the Hengshui Iron Works, if he had been inclined "merely to praise the 
beauty of the flowers but not prune their crooked branches," he also would not have 
exposed certain people's illegal conduct. And what would have been the upshot? Not 
only would state resources and property have sustained losses, but those who re- 
sorted to unhealthy practices would have been emboldened and gone further and 
further astray from the correct path. This shows that such a philosophy of social 
conduct is very dangerous. 
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Of course, it was the old social system that determined this kind of philosophy of 
social conduct and the inevitability of its prevalence among certain people-- 
especially the feudal scholars and officials. But today, at a time when our demo- 
cratic life is becoming increasingly healthy and citizens’ rights are well pro-

It has also aroused my interest to conduct an investigation into its significance. 

Lexically, the phrase “civil courtesy" contains the meanings of concession, giving 

and yielding. The ancients said: "Civil courtesy means being generous to others | 
and cruel to oneself." This shows that "civil courtesy" is a term that emphasizes | 
civilized manners, politeness, unity, and morality. 


Civil courtesy is a noble tradition of the Chinese nation. Now in circulation in 
our country are many expressions of legendary folklore in this connection that have 
been passed along to us since ancient times. For example, “Emperor Yao willingly 
abdicated his throne to Emperor Shun," “Wang Tai gave away dates in times of dis- 
tress," "Kong Rong yielded the bigger pear to his elder brother,” and "Xiangru 

made concessions to Lian Po." Examples of this kind are too numerous to mention 
here. The establishment of our socialist system has turned the relationship between 
individuals into a new comradeship of equality, mutual concern, and mutual love 
which makes it more than ever possible for us to bring the noble tradition of civil 
courtesy into full play. 


During the 10-year civil strife, however, this excellent tradition of civil courtesy 
was denounced as one of the "four olds," and was subsequently washed away by merci- 
less waves.

Nevertheless, inci- 
dents caused by human meaness and stubborn, uncompromising stands taken in the event 
of disputes are seen frequently. Whenever cadres are recommended for promotion and 
plans are being made for distribution of material supplies, and whenever people are 
lined up to purchase something, there are always some people who show no respect for 
the civil style of courtesy, who always vie to get ahead of others, and who even 
want to hurt others with abusive language because of a disagreement over small 
matters, which may cuase them to threaten each other with fists and to settle their 
disputes by force.

In his work "On the Party,” Comrade Shaoqi elaborately emphasized that party mem- 
bers should subscribe to the mass viewpoint.

EUGENICS SEEN TO PLAY VITAL ROLE IN MODERNIZATION

[Article by Sun Dongsheng [1327 2639 2573], Jinan Army School: "“Popularizing the 
Knowledge of Eugenics and Vigorously Advocating Optimal Birth"] 


[Text] At present, China's family planning work is stressing the control of the 
growth of the population and is beginning to pay attention to the promotion of 
eugenics. By “eugenics” we mean "giving birth to excellence," that is, producing 
children with outstanding congenital qualities. If we want every family to be able 
to produce healthy and intelligent children, we must study eugenics, popularize 
eugenic knowledge and master the methodology of eugenics. 


I. Eugenics Is the Science that Studies the Improvement of Man's Genetic Qualities 


Eugenics has two main branches: One is negative eugenics, which primarily studies 
how to avoid producing unhealthy progeny. It studies eugenics from the angle of 
preventing illness. The other is positive eugenics, which primarily studies how to 
produce outstanding progeny. It studies genetics from the angle of promoting 
excellent innate qualities in the newborn. Both are concerned with improving man's 
genetic qualities. Therefore, eugenics is the study that studies the improvement of 
man's genetic qualities. 


1. The Birth and Development of Eugenics 


Eugenics was founded by the famous English biologist and anthropologist Galton 
nearly 100 years ago. While observing biological and genetic phenomena in the 
1870s, Galton discovered that man has several illnesses which can be transmitted 
genetically to later generations, and he also discovered that the offspring of 
mentally and physically healthy parents were able to inherit their outstanding char- 
acteristics. Therefore he introduced the theories of selective mating, culling out 
inferior strains and propagating excellent ones in order to improve the race. In 
1883 he gave this theory the name “eugenics.” In 1960 the American scholar Stern 
[phonetic] divided eugenics into two main branches, which is genetics as we know it 
today. 


The development of eugenics has followed a tortuous path. Before the 1930s, eugenics 
focused on improvement of the race, which provided an opportunity for Hitler's 
fascist elements and racists. They used this branch of science to brazenly promote 
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racism. Hitler proclaimed publicly that the Aryan race was the one possessing out- 
standing genetic qualities. While encouraging intermarriage among the Aryan people, 
he also put hundreds of thousands of Jews and gypsies in concentration camps and 
carried out massive butchery. This ruthless genocide aroused strong opposition and 
censure among all the peoples of the world, and it also gave people the misconception 
that genetics was merely serving racial prejudice, so that for a very long period of 
time eugenics became an off-limits area in many people's eyes. Furthermore, previous 
students of eugenics were used to viewing issues simply from a biological angle, so 
they were prone to stress man's biological nature while ignoring his social nature. 
In particular, with regard to the issue of intelligence and heredity in man, by 
relying on IQ as the sole standard, eugenics found itself in trouble. Actually, 
man's intelligence is the result of innate heredity and acquired factors working 
together. By relying solely on intelligence tests, it is very difficult to ascertain 
what parts of man's intelligence are inherited and which are the result of social and 
environmental influences and individual effort. In view of the above factors, a 
number of people have lost confidence in the scientific nature of eugenics, and for 

a long time no one in our country has looked into it: 





In recent years, with the rapid development of modern scientific technology and 
production, society's demands regarding the quality of the population have become 
higher and higher. However, with more and more discoveries concerning the kinds 
and numbers of hereditary diseases, the eugenic issue is confronting the people of 
every nation more and more intensely. China has also begun to regard eugenics 
seriously, and we have strengthened our research and propaganda. 


2. The Theoretical Foundation of Eugenics Is Genetics 


To clarify this question, we must first understand clearly what genetics is. There 
are two concepts here: 





Heredity--The daughters in the Zhang family favor their mother, while the sons in 

the Li family favor their father. Grandsons favor their grandfathers very much, and 
nephews closely resemble their uncles, etc. These are all hereditary phenomena. 

The Song dynasty philosopher Wang Pingxiang stated, "Some people do not favor their 
fathers, but their mothers. Invariably after several generations you will have 
someone whose appearance resembles that of his ancestors." Darwin, the founder of 
the "theory of evolution," also pointed out, "Children very often will have a certain 
number of characteristics of their grandfathers, grandmothers and other ancestors." 
This phenomenon, in which biological organisms transmit their composition and 
physiological functions to later generations, is known as heredity. 


Variation--Regardless of whether we are speaking of the daughters in the Zhang family 
or sons in the Li family, there will always be places in which they do not resemble 
their parents. As the saying goes, "If a woman has 9 childrén, including herself all 
10 will be different." Even twins are invariably different in some respect. This 
phenomenon, in which differences appear in the characteristics of earlier and later 
generations, is known as variation. 


Genetics is the science that studies the laws of heredity and variation. So why 
does eugenics take genetics as its theoretical foundation? This is because man's 
propagation is realized through heredity and variation. From apes to man, variation 
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is a condition for evolution, and without variation an organism would not evolve and 
we would not have mankind today. The fact that mankind has passed through myriad 
generations and is still man is the result of heredity. If there were only variations 
without heredity, who knows what man would have become long ago. However, it must be 
noted that heredity not only can transmit favorable factors to later generations, it 
can also transmit harmful factors to posterity. Variation can cull out bad qualities, 
and it can also lead to an increase in harmful factors in later generations. There- 
fore, it is only through studying and mastering the laws of heredity and variation 
that mankind will be able to promote beneficial tactors and eliminate the harmful 
ones in the course of development, and achieve a eugenic result. From this it is not 
difficult to see that the theoretical foundation for eugenics is genetics. 


Some people say that using genetics as the basis for studying eugenics is an apriorism 
for innate human endowments. This is a misunderstanding. Actually, eugenics strongly 
stresses the significance of the objective environment and of subjective efforts on 
people's healthy development, but at the same time it also points out that man's 
intelligence, physical strength, longevity, and other such qualities of health are 
based on heredity. Exceptional talent is the result of the genetic foundation and 
acquired factors working in conjunction with each other. The genetic foundation 
determines the possibility for the development of talent, while the social environ- 
ment, subjective efforts and other such acquired conditions are the deciding factors 
which transform possibilities into reality. The research results of genetics can 
more fully provide people with the innate possibility of becoming useful individuals, 
and by relying on genetics it is established on an objective material foundation. 
Therefore, it is not apriorism, but rather materialism. 


Currently genetics has already shown that the material foundation of heredity and 
variation is the gene. As everyone knows, cells are the most basic units making up 
the human body. The basic structure of a cell can be divided into the cell's mem- 
brane, cytoplasm and the cell's nucleus. The cell nucleus also has various struc- 
tural components, among which the chromosomes are able to play a controlling role 
with regard to heredity and variation. A chromosome is a group of small rod-shaped 
bodies of unequal sizes, and it can only be seen by using a high-powered microscope 
during cell division. Its primary component is the bio-macromolecule deoxyribo- 
nucleic acid, or DNA molecule for short. The smallest and most basic unit of heredity 
is the gene. Genetic information is carried in the genes, and chromosomes are merely 
storehouses for the genes. A gene is a small section on the DNA molecule, and the 
sequence of its internal base pairs contains the genetic code, and it is through 
these codes that genetic information is passed on to later generations. This is 
somewhat similar to the way a telegram transmits information to someone by means of 

a code. Without genes, inheritance could not take place. Therefore, the material 
foundation for heredity and variation is the gene. 


Because each chromosome carries many genes, changes in the chromosomes affect later 
generations much more than changes in the individual genes. This is quite obvious. 
Normal human cells have 23 pairs of chromosomes (46 single chromosomes) of which 

22 pairs are autosomes, which are the same in males and females, and 1 pair of 
allosomes, which differ in males and females. When we use symbols for the allosomes, 
the male allosome is Y, and the female allosome X. A normal male has one Y chromo- 
some and one X chromosome, while a normal female has two X chromosomes. The number 
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and structure of chromosomes in the nucleus of a human cell is fixed, and any 
increase or decrease will result in an abnormality. For example, if the body has 

an extra autosome in the 2lst position, it will lead to mongolism, which manifests 
itself as dementia, etc. If a female lacks one X chromosome, it may cause incomplete 
development of the sex glands, and is manifested as dwarfism or sterility, etc. 

When a change in the number or structure of chromosomes leads to a genetic illness, 
it is called a chromosomal anomaly. Its hereditary factors may come from the male 

or the female, or from both simultaneously. 


When dealing with questions concerning marriage and child-bearing, we must consider 
hereditary factors, because genetic disorders in offspring are very often closely 
related to the heredity of the parents or grandparents. Take mental illness, for 
example. In a normal group of people, the incidence of schizophrenics is 1 percent, 
but if one parent has it, the incidence in the progeny is 12 percent. If both 
parents have it, the incidence in the progeny jumps to 39 percent. According to 
surveys, if a person suffers from schizophrenia, of his 73 lineal and collateral 
relatives for 6 generations, 25 will have schizophrenia, a rate of 34.2 percent. 

The closer the blood relationship, the greater the possibility of contracting the 
disease. This tells us that, in questions involving marriage and child-bearing, 

we must consider hereditary factors. For example, one should know whether or not 

the other person has a hereditary disease or a family history of such. Some people 
who suffer from serious illnesses, such as leprosy or mental disorders, are not 
suitable for marriage. Some, such as those suffering from acute infectious diseases, 
tuberculosis, and serious afflictions of the heart, liver, kidneys, etc., may be 
temporarily unfit for marriage, and should wait until they are well. Some afflicted 
people may be fit for marriage, but not for having children. Some may be permitted 
to have children, but they must heed a physician concerning matters requiring atten- 
tion during pregnancy, and in addition should under antenatal diagnosis to prevent 
giving birth to children with genetic disorders or who are malformed, etc. In 
particular it should be pointed out that marriage between close relatives is not 
proper. So-called "inbreeding" refers to marriage between lineal relatives (brothers 
and sisters) and collateral blood relatives within three generations (cousins, uncles, 
nephews, nieces, etc). According to statistics, among the offspring of marriages 
between close relatives, the incidence of congenital and hereditary illnesses is 
nearly 150 times that of marriages between those who are not close relations, and the 
mortality rate of the offspring in marriages between close relatives is over three 
times that of marriages between people who are not closely related. What causes 
this? Genetics shows that the chromosomes in the nucleus of a human cell are covered 
with genes, half of which were passed on from the father and half of which were 
passed on from the mother, and when both parents have a similar harmful gene which 
becomes paired, their offspring will be sick. There are at least 50,000 genes in the 
human body, and more than 2600 kinds of genetic disorders and over 300 kinds of 
chromosomal disorders have already been discovered. Every person has a certain number 
of harmful genes mixed in. However, in marriages between people who are not close 
relatives, it is very difficult for similar harmful genes from the parents to come 
together. Even if one parent has one or several harmful genes, the corresponding 
genes in the other parent will not necessarily have the same defect, and in the 
resulting union the harmful gene from one parent will be covered up by the normal 
gene in the other parent, so that the resulting offspring will still be healthy. 
Marriage between close relations is not the same. Both parents have common ancestors, 
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and the likelihood of inheriting the same harmful gene from their common ancestors 
is somewhat greater. For example, in first cousins, 1/8 of the genes are the same, 
and even distant cousins have 1 gene in common out of every 32. If they marry, it 
is much easier for the harmful genes they have in common to come together than it is 
in most marriages, and so [there is a greater likelihood] of producing sick or 
deformed children. During the Spring and Autumn and Warring States periods in China, 
there was a saying, “Offspring from a male and female of the same name will not 
thrive." Some modern geneticists have calculated that if marriage between cousins 
is absolutely forbidden, it would reduce the incidence of congenital deaf-mutism by 
20 percent, and the incidence of juvenile heineizhang [7815 0355 9410] idiocy by 

15 percent, etc. Obviously, prohibiting marriage between close relatives conforms 
to the principles of eugenics. 


From the above we can see just how significant eugenics is to mankind. To attain 
optimal births, a number of nations have promulgated eugenic laws, clearly stipulating 
the prohibition of marriage between close relatives, as well as prohibiting carriers 
of genetic disorders or those afflicted with other illnesses to marry or have 
children. China's new marriage laws also contain stipulations with regard to 
eugenics. For example, marriage between “lineal blood relatives or collateral blood 
relatives within three generations” is prohibited, and marriage is also prohibited 
for “those afflicted with leprosy who have not been cured, or who suffer from other 
illnesses which medicine believes should not be allowed to marry," etc. Yet this is 
still not perfect. With the popularization and further research regarding eugenics, 
China's laws must have even more provisions regarding eugenics. 


II. Positive and Negative Eugenics 
Specifically, eugenic methods include two kinds, negative and positive. 
1. Negative Eugenics 


Genetic counseling. When a physician or specialist provides answers or gives guidance 
regarding questions of illness to sufferers of hereditary diseases or to his family, 
it is known as genetic counseling. Normal individuals will not necessarily undergo 
genetic counseling, but there should be genetic counseling for the following eight 
situations: 


1. Giving birth to children with genetic disorders or congenital deformities. For 
example, producing children with mongolism, incomplete cerebral development, congen- 
ital heart disease, acephalism, rachischisis, etc. 2. A history of genetic disorders 
in the family or children with congenital deformities among lineal or collateral 
relatives. 3. Inbreeding. 4. Becoming pregnant after 35 years of age. 5. Coming 
into contact with physical, chemical or radioactive materials, or being exposed to 
viral infection during the early stages of pregnancy (fourth to eighth week). 

6. When a pregnant woman has hyperthyroidism, diabetes, asthma, epilepsy and other 
such internal medical syndromes. 7. Developing polyhydramnios following conception. 
8. Suffering from amenorrhea or habitual abortion. 


The physician will determine whether the offspring will have genetic disorders based 
on the results of a detailed medical history, genealogy, physical examinations and 
chemical tests for both parents, then make a judgment regarding the danger of an 
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illmess occurring. If the danger is relatively small, a determination on the basis 
of the situation will be made whether or not to retain the fetus. If the danger is 
relatively great, it will be best to effect an abortion in order to avoid giving 
birth to a sick child. 


Antenatal diagnosis. Carrying out a diagnosis on the unborn fetus to check for 
genetic disorders or congenital deformities, etc., is known as antenatal diagnosis. 
There are many specific methods. For example, chemical analysis of the mother's 
blood or urine can determine whether the fetus has a neonatal hemolytic disease or 
congenital metabolic disorders. Puncturing the amniotic membrane and extracting a 
small amount of amniotic fluid from the mother's uterus and examining it can predict 
whether the fetus has chromosomal anomalies or other genetic disorders or congenital 
illnesses, etc. Whether or not a pregnant woman requires antenatal diagnosis is 
primarily determined through genetic counseling, after which the physician will 
determine who needs to have such tests. Therefore, antenatal diagnosis is very 
often done at the same time as genetic counseling. 


Preventing damage by mutagens. Quite a few genetic afflictions or deformities of 
children are not caused by hereditary factors, but are rather the result of the 
parents being exposed to harmful environmental influences. Harmful environmental 
influences primarily means harmful radiation, germs and viruses, drugs and chemicals, 
and other such mutagens. They have the effect of causing cancer, deformities, or 
mutations in humans, their offspring, and their genes, etc. We now know that, among 
all those afflicted with congenital defects, approximately 20 percent are the result 
of various mutagens, while approximately 60 percent are caused by hereditary factors 
and environmental influences working together. Examples of this are hypertension and 
malignant tumors, etc. Therefore, we should guard against damage from mutagens. As 
soon as a woman becomes pregnant, she should pay extra attention to taking preventive 
measures against the effects of mutagens. For example, she should not come in contact 
with poisons, radioactive waves, etc. She should guard against contracting infectious 
diseases, especially measles and the flu and other such viral infections. She should 
not abuse drugs, because drugs such as hormones, sulfanilamide, tetracycline, 
streptomycin, etc., can all cause cranial nerve damage to the fetus or fetal de- 
formities, and should only be used with a doctor's prescription. In addition, one 
should not use alcohol or tobacco. When a pregnant woman smokes or drinks, it can 
easily lead to abortion, fetal deformities, congenital heart disease, etc. If the 
father smokes, his wife and the fetus are similarly harmed. If conception occurs 
after a couple uses alcohol, it may result in imperfect development in the offspring. 
Also, if a pregnant woman overindulges in alcohol, it can cause “fetal alcohol 
syndrome,” and her child may have obstructions of the central nervous system and 
numerous other deformities. In the last several decades, the number of children with 
congenital illnesses and deformities has been increasing yearly, and one of the 
primary reasons is that environmental pollution is worsening daily. The changes 

that pollutants cause in genetic cells are mostly recessive and must accumulate for 
generations before they appear. Therefore, in consideration of the long-range good 
of every nationality and all mankind, we should work hard at achieving an ecological 
balance and environmental protection. 
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2. Positive Eugenic Steps z 

Controlling ontogeny. The process through which a fertilized egg develops from a 
fetus into an infant is known as ontogeny. Controlling ontogeny means influencing 
the developmental processes of a fetus and infant to improve the environment in 
which they live, to help their healthy qualities to be more fully and perfectly 
manifested and developed, and thereby to achieve eugenic results, as for example, 
using the methods of science and technology to promote the growth of brain cells 
during the time that a fetus’ brain cells are developing, or, within six months 
after the child is born, to take advantage of the fact that the brain cells are 
still multiplying to feed it foods which are high in protein and nucleic acid as 
much as possible, etc.; all these can improve the child's mental development. 


Genetic engineering. This refers to the technique of artificial gene assembly, 

and is also known as the DNA recombination technique. At present, there are many 
ways to prevent and treat genetic disorders, but none of them is able to resolve 
basic problems, so that while often an individual may be cured, the illness may 
show up again in later generations. The disease may be avoided in the second 
generation, and then afflict people in the third and fourth generations. If we want 
to eliminate genetic defec’s entirely, the ideal method is to repair or exchange 
genes or chromosomes. This is the way to effect a permanent cure. These methods 
dre genetic engineering. At present, it is still in the exploratory stage, and 
depending on your point of view, there is still considerable controversy. However, - 
it already offers good prospects for man in the elimination of genetic disorders 

and in the achievement of optimal births. 


III. The Promotion of Eugenics and of Planned Parenthood Will Speed Up the Pace 
of the Construction of Socialist Modernization 


At present, more than 3000 kinds of genetic disorders have been discovered worldwide. 
Approximately 1-3 percent of mankind is afflicted with some genetic disorder, and 
4-5 percent of live births involve infants with genetic disorders. These genetic 
disorders are mostly congenital, lifelong and hereditary, so they pose a grave threat 
to mankind. China presently still lacks accurate statistical data. For example, 
according to preliminary estimates, there are at least 1.2 million people afflicted 
with mongolism, but this may be as high as 3 million or more. The living expenses 
and medical costs of these people as they grow up are at least 5000 yuan per person, 
and calculating on the basis of 1.2 million sufferers, it takes at least 5.5 billion 
yuan. If we calculate on the basis of a per capita monthly grain ration of 25 jin, 
every year costs the state 360 million jin of grain. China has a poor foundation 

to begin with, and expending this enormous amount of money and grain on these 
afflicted persons who are unable to provide society with any wealth has to be seen 

as an extra burden as far as socialist construction is concerned. As another 
example, we have local genetic disorders. There are some mountain areas and even 
individual plains regions in China which still have great numbers of such disorders. 
Take cretinism, for example. Those who suffer this are small and slow-witted, deaf 
and mute, and with the exception of eating and bearing children, they are totally 
incapable of productive labor. According to estimates, there are approximately 

2 million people with this illness throughout China. In some places, the incidence 
is as high as 2-4 percent, and in some individual production teams it is over 10 per- 
cent. In areas like this, it is very difficult to improve production and it is also 
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difficult to develop planned parenthood, which results in a tremendous burden on 

the state. At present, the incidence of schizophrenia in China is around 0.2 per- 
cent, with approximately 2 million sufferers nationwide, and furthermore there is 

an increasing trend. According to 1979 statistics, there are no fewer than 4 or 

5 million imbeciles throughout the country. The proportion of deformities among 

the newborn in China is also considerable, running around 2 percent. If you take 

all the children suffering from various genetic defects together, there are at least 
10 million or more throughout the country, and this does not include those who 
developed the symptoms at a late date. As for these afflicted children, raising 
them is pointless but we are unable to abandon them. Their parents are anguished, 
and their families burdened. It is also an increased burden on society. From this 
it is obvious that the construction of socialist modernization urgently requires the 
elimination or reduction of the hereditary harm caused by various genetic disorders. 
However, it is only through the promotion of eugenics that we will be able to improve 
man's genetic qualities, eliminate or reduce the various genetic disorders, improve 
the quality of the population, and ameliorate the burden on the families and society. 
Therefore, the promotion of eugenics can only lead to good, and it possesses enormous 
significance with regard to speeding up the pace of the construction of socialist 
modernization. 





The promotion of eugenics also plays a tremendous role in controlling the size of the 
population. If a couple has a disabled or retarded child, they are bound to want 
another child. In this way, not only will the low-quality proportion of the popula- 
tion increase, the birthrate of the population will also go up, which is neither 
beneficial to improving the quality of the population nor to reducing its size. 

If we are able to promote eugenics and get every couple to have only one child that 
is mentally outstanding, then the parents will no longer be worried regarding later 
generations, which is extremely beneficial to controlling the increase of the popula- 
tion. 


In short, the promotion of eugenics is beneficial to the promotion of planned parent- 
hood, to furthering the construction of the "Four Modernizations," and is in keeping 
with the basic interests of our state, collectives, families and individuals. It 
does not represent merely an expedient measure, but is rather a long-term mission. 

It represents a very long-term plan which has a bearing on the thriving development 
of the Chinese people. Every one of us, and in particular the communist party 
members and members of the CYL should boldly break away from old ideas, actively 
study and spread eugenic knowledge, and do a good job of eugenics to provide high 
quality builders for the construction of the Four Modernizations.

METHODS OF SOLVING PROBLEM OF TALENT SHORTAGE PROPOSED

[Text] The flourishing of human talent indicates the flourishing of an under- 
taking. We forecast that there are prospects for the ranks of intellectuals in 
our country to help develop industry and agriculture. The forecasts for society 
in the future and for science and technology in the future cannot be separated 
from the forecast for human talent. The problem of human talent is a pressing 
one. We must have a sense of urgency about it. 


During the 30 years from 1950 to 1980, our country produced 3.75 million college 
graduates, and there are 1.23 million students still in college. Based on their 
different circumstances and the roles they play in the cause of construction, they 
can be divided into three echelons: The first echelon is made up of the 2.024 
million persons who entered college from 1950 to 1963. Along with a small number 
of persons who had graduated before liberation and intellectuals who had returned 
from abroad, they form our country's present contingent of college-level in- 
tellectuals and the backbone force that is active on various fronts in the mother- 
land. The second echelon is composed of 1.25 million graduates of institutions 

of higher learning who entered these institutions after 1965 and before 1976. Some 
of them only learned certain basic subjects, and some of them didn't even learn 

the basic subjects well. Only by arduous effort did a small number of them finally 
become backbone elements. The third echelon is composed of persons who, after 

1975 began, passed the college-entrance test. They have received a regular, strict 
education and will be a force of a definite level of attainment. Because they 
entered college late, they will only begin to produce a small number of graduates 
in 1982. 


The ages of most of the first echelon are between 40 and 50. The "Great Cultural 
Revolution" snatched away the "golden era" that was most propitious for raising 
their level of expertise; for a few it was 4 to 5 years, for many it was 10 years. 
Because of "latter-day dislocation," they became rusty in their professions. 
Compared to the level of attainment they originally could have reached, their 
actual level is much lower, and a considerable number of them, because of their 
age, cannot raise their level. Now is the time that this batch of middle-aged 
persons would normally be displaying their skills to the fullest, but some units 
feel that at the moment they lack people who can take the lead in the professions. 
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The state of health of these people is also not the best. Owing to various causes 
that everyone knows, they traverse many bumpy roads! They were treated badly, 
they had many household duties, and they were seriously interfered with; long 
periods of their youth and prime were spent under these conditions, and it was 
very hard for them to go all out in their professions. According to historical 
statistics, the time of life when one's thinking is most active and one's 
creative powers are at their height is when one is between 30 and 40; the average 
ago of Nobel Prize winners is 37. The present contingent of intellectuals has 
already passed its prime. If we do not hasten to use this contigent well, we 
will lose a “natural resource" that can never be regained. If mineral resources 
are not exploited they are not lost, but if the "natural resource" of human 
talent is not exploited it will vanish as time passes. Flowers fade with age, 

and people are no different: At present, the average age of scientific researchers 
in some units is over 50, am even if they have the will to go the distance their 
ability will fall short of their desire. To pick up a surgical knife and feel 
that one's hands and eyes will not heed one’s commands, to feel that one needs 

a great deal of effort to conduct precise experiments, to be unable to stand the 
exertion of putting out to sea or going into the field to make inspections....They 
impatiently hope that some people will quickly catch up with them and that they 
will be provided with assistants and with a reserve force that can be trained. 





Where are their successors? In the second echelon of 1.25 million persons of the 
yers 1964 to 1976. But, in actuality, they did not receive a college education, 
and in particular the other worker-peasant-soldier students did not get an 
opportunity for a regular education during the decade of turmoil. During the 
entire 13 years, not one regular college student was trained (in the 4 years from 
1966 to 1969, not one college student was enrolled). Naturally, there are out- 
standing persons among these 2.25 million people, but their number is too small. 
To build the motherland into a modernized edifice requires a generation of people, 
and a small number of technical aces cannot do it alone. 


The third echelon is made up of students who entered college after the "gang of 
four" was smashed. They had the good fortune to obtain a fairly good environment, 
and their acedmic quality is assured. Only it is a pity that not until the mid- 
eighties will they be able, one after another, to set out.on the journey to the 
construction of the four modernizations, and not until the late nineties will 
they be able to become the backbone force. They are the masters of the 20th 
century. Even worse, in the past several years China has had only 250,000 
college students per year, and for a country with 1 billion people this is really 
an insignificant figure. According to statistics for 1979 gathered by the UN 
Educational, Scientific, and Cultural Organization, UNESCO, for every 10,000 
persons, America had 523 college students, Japan had 205, and our country had only 
9. 


We can predict that, in the second half of the eighties and the first half of the 
nineties, the first echelon will gradually become older, there will be a lack of 
successors in the second echelon, and it will be difficult for the third echelon 
to supply reinforcements. At that time, the problem of the lack of human talent 
will bind hand and foot our industry and agriculture and prevent them from making 
long strides forward. 
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The problem of human talent has its own special characteristics. At present, the 
various fronts are using intellectuals who were trained in the fifties and sixties, 
and being caught up in the period of readjustment perhaps for a time the fronts 
will not feel a shortage of human talent. As the pace of the construction quickens 
and the intellectuals become older with each passing day, the fronts will become 
increasingly aware of the dire results of college graduates not being trained 
during the "Great Cultural Revolution.” This is the “post-stagnation effect." 

With the passage of time, these dire results will become more and more dire, and 
they will not cease until the fronts are reinforced with our third echelon. But 
it is hard to estimate what price we will have to pay until that time is reached. 


During the 30 years from 1950 to 1980, the 13 years before and after 1970 became 
“empty shelves" for college-level intellectuals and formed a saddle shape, i.e., 
a falling off between two peak periods. In order to successfully advance the 
cause of construction so that the human talent in the nineties does not impede 
this advance, we must make up for the inadequancies of the second echelon by 
having the outstanding members of the first echelon work several years longer 

and by having the outstanding members of the third echelon become the backbone 

in their professions several years earlier. The three indispensable measures for 
this are: 


First, one must provide good conditions for the small number of middle-aged 
intellectuals who have many latent capacities and who have the strength to continue 
their hard work. We expect this generation to shoulder the burdens of a generation 
and a half on a path lengthened by a half, so we must give them sufficient 
“horsepower,” for exaaple, by providing them with assistants and by providing 

the necessary work and living conditions. We shouid “salvage” them, and we must 
have a sense of urgency because in a few more years it will be too late! Since 

a small number of peasants can be allowed to become welathy before the others, 

why can't we, taking into consideration the country's future, let this small 
number of pillars of the state have a slightly better living environment and 
slightly better work conditions? 


Second, we must greatly increase the number of graduate students. If we say that 
it takes 10 years after graduation for the ordinary college graduate to become 

a backbone element, then a graduate student can become a backbone element 4 to 5 
years earlier. These few years earlier will be extremely valuable and can 

exactly "fill the stage" in the early nineties, making up for the "empty shelves” 
in the second echelon. This will truly be like benefitting from the right moment 
to put a 1,000-jin capital on a pillar. 


The most glorious historical mission of the older generation of intellectuals 

is to train the younger generation. A person's greatest honor is certainly not 
that he himself will always play the main role on the stage of his own academic 
discipline, but that there will be more of his students who can mount the stage 
and play the leading role and become new stars for the country in the treasured 
academic circles of the nation. As you bec.me older so does your knowledge; if 
you are not bringing up disciples then what are you waiting for! Teachers must 
truly spend their heart's blood on training younger people, and must not blindly 
take trips abroed and blindly attend conferences. Ths assessment of a high-level 
intellectual must include his achievements in two aspects--achievements in work 
and achievements in training people. 
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The job assignments of graduate students on completion of their studies must be 
suited to their special training so as to use their strong points. They will be 
the pillars of the state in the future period of human talent difficulties, and 

we hope they will be protected in every aspect so as to become useful. The number 
of job assignments must be in line with the specialities, and not vice versa. 


Third, with regard to society's self-taught persons and outstanding individuals 
among the worker-peasant-soldier college students, we must be enthusiastically 
concerned about and help them. Amid the adverse circumstances created by the 
“gang of four," they umexpectedly were able to persevere in their studies just 

as strong sprouts push their way up between a jumble of rocks. In the future 
there will be plenty of scope for the exercise of this indomitable spirit! These 
young comrades are now about 30 years old, and the nineties are the decade when 
they will display their skills to the fullest. 


By using the above three methods--providing superior conditions for some middle- 
aged backbone elements in order to extend for a few years the time that they 
shoulder the burden; stepping up the training of graduate students so that they 
will sooner than normal become the leaders in their academic professions; and 
showing concern for and helping outstanding individuals who have taught themselves-- 
we will draw in both ends to help the middle and, as soon as possible, set about 
slowly alleviating the hardships caused by the personnel shortage around the 
beginning of the nineties. 


An old saying goes: "It takes a l-year plan for planting cereal crops and a 10- 
year plan for planting trees; it takes a lifetime plan to cultivate a person." 
This illustrates the strategic importance of training human talent, which is a 
project of vital and lasting importance. We must be far-sighted and at the same 
time have great determination and move fast. 
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
